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Substitution in Prescriptions 


tion, a pharmaceutical chemist should dispense 
exactly what has been prescribed. 

If the prescriber inadvertently prescribes something 
which appears to be potentially dangerous or if there is 
an obvious mistake in the prescription, it is the duty of 
the dispensing chemist to consult the doctor concerned 
before dispensing it. 

A prescription is the doctor’s written instruction. He 
is the author, and no person has a legal right to vary the 
prescription in any detail without his consent. 

When drugs are ordered by brand names on prescrip- 
tion the manufacturer’s interests are involved. Under 
the influence of modern advertising and detailing, pro- 
prietary names are more frequently used in prescribing 
than the generic or common names. 

Drug firms spend enormous sums of money in re- 
search and in developing new drugs, and it is not sur- 
prising that they should jealously guard their commer- 
cial interests as it were. In doing this, the Trade Mark 
Laws and the Common Law assist them. 

If a person infringes a registered trade mark, legal 
proceedings may be taken against him by the registered 
owner of the trade mark. In Common Law a right of 
action arises when it is shown that a trader passes off 
or attempts to pass off goods in circumstances which 
suggests an attempt to deceive the purchaser into the 
belief that the goods are those of some other manu- 
facturer. 

Exceptional cases may of course occur when a phar- 
macist may be called upon to exercise discretion as to 
whether he should supply an alternative preparation or 
deny supply of a medicine which may be urgently re- 
quired. Such instances, however, are rare, and the 
chemist should always endeavour to contact the doctor 
when he is unable to obtain the particular brand which 
has been ordered. 

Prescribers may have good reasons for selecting a 
particular brand of drugs. Whether their choice is 
soundly based or not is not the concern of the pharma- 
cist. 

In ordinary circumstances, a pharmacist who dis- 
penses a proprietary line different from that ordered by 
the doctor and without the doctor’s consent renders him- 
self liable under the pharmacy laws of his State or 
country, and also exposes himself to the risk of civil 
action. 

Today a single drug may be marketed under a score 
of proprietary names. The practice is uneconomic and 
often causes ifritation, but this does not justify resort 
to substitution.

iy is axiomatic that when a doctor writes a prescrip- 


contains an interesting article on the subject. Thi 
article refers to two cases which have received wide 
publicity in the United States of America. 

In the first case a charge of substitution was lodged 
with the Pennsylvanian Board of Pharmacy by repre- 
sentatives of the Schering Corporation, who alleged that 
when their Meticorten brand of prednisone was pre- 
scribed in the Hahnemann Hospital, Philadelphia, pred- 
nisone tablets made by another manufacturer were dis- 
pensed. 

The Board heard the case in December, 1958, and 
moved to suspend for 90 days the licence of the Chief 
Pharmacist of the hospital. 

An appeal against this decision has been filed on be- 
half of the Chief Pharmacist. 

The facts were briefly as follows: 

A professor in the Hahnemann Medical College ver- 
bally advised the staff physician at the hospital to take 
a course of Meticorten with other drugs. The physician, 
one Dr. Shapiro, went to the hospital pharmacy, spoke 
to the Chief Chemist, and without presenting a pre- 
scription verbally requested Meticorten and the other 
drugs. 

He was told that the pharmacy did not stock Meti- 
corten, but they would lend him prednisone manufac- 
tured by another company. The physician said he would 
accept this and would replace the drugs later. At the 
Chief Pharmacist’s direction an assistant pharmacist 
gave Dr. Shapiro prednisone tablets manufactured by 
a company other than the Schering Corporation. The 
box of prednisone tablets was labelled “Meticorten.” 

This led to the matter being brought to the notice 
of the Pennsylvanian Board of Pharmacy. 

The “Chemist and Druggist” suggests that when Dr. 
Shapiro agreed to accept prednisone other than Meti- 
corten brand, he in effect withdrew his initial order for 
Meticorten and substituted a new order for the tablets 
which were in stock. Hence it might be said that 
although the Chief Pharmacist did not violate the Phar- 
macy Law, he did apparently violate the U.S. Langham 
Act on trade marks by labelling the product “Meti- 
corten.” 

The second case referred to has similar features. The 
physician in charge of student health facilities at Hahne- 
mann Hospital prescribed Meticorten, Phenol and Cala- 
mine Lotion for a physiology student. 

The student presented the prescription to an assistant 
pharmacist at the hospital, who dispensed prednisone 
manufactured by another company. He told the stu- 
dent that the box contained prednisone tablets and 
labelled it “Meticorten” for the student’s information. 
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The Hahnemann Hospita! Formulary expressly author- 
ised substitution of equivalent drugs for drugs pre- 
scribed under a manufacturer’s brand name, without 
further contacting the prescriber. 

When the doctor concerned accepted his appointment 
at the hospital he agreed to allow his prescriptions for 
branded drugs to be dispensed for an identical drug, 
manufactured by another company. 

In both cases the persons who received the drug were 
aware that they were not receiving Meticorten, and so 
the labels were not intended to deceive either. 

The writer of the article points out that even if the 
pharmacist informs the patient, the substitution is still 
an offence if it concerns a registered trade mark. In- 
forming the patient may not in any case be protection 
against a passing-off action, as it is not the patient who 
orders the drug. He only receives it. The ordering is 
done by the doctor, and therefore the substitution must 
also be agreed to by him. 


News of Pharmaceutical Events at Home and Abroad 


Important questions of interpretation arise from these 
cases. 

The question now being argued in Pennsylvania is: 
“Does a prior blanket authorisation by the medical staff 
allow the hospital pharmacist to dispense the equivalent 
stock drugs for drugs prescribed under proprietary brand 
names, i.e., does it constitute the consent of the pre- 
scriber?” 

The ruling of the Pennsylvanian Board of Pharmacy 
in the D’Ambola case apparently takes the view that 
such blanket authorisation is not legal. 

It apparently believes that the hospital pharmacist 
should obtain a specific consent for each prescription. 

One may ask if such blanket authorisations are accept- 
able in hospital practice. Could it not be argued that it 
might be applied also in private practice. 

Common Law has very wide application in many Eng- 
lish-speaking countries, and these cases may have far- 
reaching consequences in all Common Law jurisdiction. 


A Poisons Bili Without Schedules 


A new Poisons Bill has been introduced in New Zea- 
land. Some of the features are very different from 
those which previously existed either in the Dominion 
or in the Commonwealth. 

The new Bill, for example, will have no schedules, 
but provision is made for the Government to proclaim 
substances as “Poisons,” or “Toxic Substances” or “Pre- 
scription Poisons” or “Deadly Poisons.” 

These, no doubt, in the process of time, will be built 
up into schedules or a poisons list and will be as ef- 
fective as schedules specifically incorporated into an 
Act. 

The Act differs from the orthodox pattern also in that 
the issue of licences and administration will be on an 
area basis, with general control through the central 
office of the Department of Health. 

Of special interest is the provision relating to “Toxic 
Substances.” The provisions relating to this particular 
group have been designed to safeguard against possible 
harm arising from new substances of potential danger. 
The Bill contains a clause stipulating that any person 
who intends to import or manufacture a toxic sub- 
stance FOR THE FIRST TIME must supply to the Re- 
gistrar in writing certain particulars. The Minister 
may prohibit the sale of such substance for up to one 
year. “Toxic Substance” is defined as: “Any substance, 
including any drug, which when swallowed, inhaled, 
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injected into, or otherwise absorbed, by the human 
body, is likely to destroy life, is likely to be injurious 
to health.” (Dangerous Drugs or radioactive substances 
or agricultural chemicals covered by the Agricultural 
Chemicals Act 1959 are not included.) 

A provision that should be very useful to authorities 
concerned with the compilation of statistics of poison- 
ings is that District Registrars are to be notified of 
poisoning cases in hospitals or deaths coming to the 
notice of Registrars of Births and Deaths. 

Another very sound provision is that there must be 
no newspaper publication of the name of any poison 
used in any crime within the meaning of the Crimes 
Act. The general penalty provided for in the Bill is to 
be £200, as against £10 in the present Act. 

The Amending Bill was introduced towards the end 
of 1959 and consideration of it was adjourned until the 
New Year. 


Research Scholarships 


John Curtin School of Medical Research 
The Australian National University, Canberra, has 
announced that applications are invited for scholarships 
in the John Curtin School of Medical Research. Ap- 
plicants should have one of the following qualifications: 
M.B., B.S., M.Sc., B.Sc. (Hons.) or their equivalent. 
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Scholars will normally enrol for a Ph.D. degree. The 
scholarships are tenable for two years and may be re- 
newed for a third year. 

Allowances: The basic allowance for medically quali- 
fied scholars is £A1,232 p.a. For scholars with other 
qualifications the basic allowance is £A865 p.a. Married 
scholars with children receive additional allowances for 
dependents. A grant may be made towards travel costs. 

The fields of research in which scholarships are of- 
fered are: 

Biochemistry, Experimental Pathology, Inorganic 
Chemistry, Medical Chemistry, Microbiology, Physical 
Biochemistry, Physiology. 

Applications should be submitted to the Registrar. 
The University regularly considers applications in June 
and November, but special consideration may be given 
to applications at other times. Scholarships may be 
taken up at any time after award, including vacation 
periods. 

Further particulars and application forms may be 
obtained from the Registrar, from the Association of 
Universities of the British Commonwealth, 36 Gordon 
Square, London, W.C.1., or from Australian Diplomatic 
Officers in North America. 


The Importance of Labelling 


An English chemist recently appeared before a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry because he had included a wrong 
ingredient in a test prescription. Fortunately the 
mixture which he dispensed did not get into the hands 
of the public. Even if it had it may not have had 
serious consequences. The chemist concerned dispensed 
from a clearly labelled bottle marked by the previous 
proprietor, and he said he was unable to tell by any 
odour or smell that the substance in the bottle was not 
in accordance with the label. 

Reports such as this emphasise the need for the utmost 
care in labelling of containers of drugs and medicines. 
No container should remain unlabelled, whether it be 
in the dispensary or elsewhere. Every precaution must 
be taken to ensure that containers are correctly labelled. 
If doubt arises as to the contents, public safety and the 
interests of the chemist himself are served by disposal. 

Theoretically a trained chemist should instinctively 
compare contents with label whenever a drug is used 
in dispensing, and- would suspect in most instances if 
there was a discrepancy. 


An Old Old Story 


A plausible gentleman recently called on chemists in 
a town near the Victorian-New South Wales border. 
He was a man of small build, short and dark, aged 
between 40 and 50 years, and wearing sun glasses. He 
presented a prescription bearing the name of a Queens- 
land doctor. He said to one chemist that Mrs. Brown 
was his wife’s name before marriage to him. 


He stated that his wife had cancer and needed the 
mixture urgently. Because his car had broken down 
he was out of cash and would lik: to cash a cheque 
for £6. The chemist, being of a sympathetic and kindly 
nature, supplied the mixture and cashed the cheque. 
His fears had been allayed by an offer from the caller 
to write his motor licence number. The chemist has 
written to us: “The devil had put over the same story 
at my other pharmacy further down the street.” Further 
the cheques were signed in different names, viz., A. R. 
Kelly and A. J. Stone. 

Having been caught, our correspondent—now poorer 
but wiser—suggests that anyone concerned with such 
a person should contact the police immediately. This 
is quite good advice. 


C.S.1.R.0. Executive 


The Minister in charge of C.S.1.R.O., Mr. R. G. Casey, 
now Lord Casey, announced in December the appoint- 
raent of two new members of the Executive of 
C.S.LR.O. following the passage of an amendment of 
the Science and Industry Research Act. 

The two new members are Mr. C. S. Christian, 
B.Agr.Sce., M.S., Chief of the C.S.1LR.O. Division of 
Land Research and Regional Survey, and Professor L. 
G. H. Huxley, M.A., D.Phil, Ph.D., F.A.A., Elder Pro- 
fessor of Physics in the University of Adelaide. 

Dr. Christian, aged 52, has been associated with 
C.S.LR.O. since he graduated from Gatton College and 
the University of Queensland. He is married to an 
American science graduate and they have four 
daughters. 

Professor Huxley, who is 57, was educated at Hutchins 
School in Hobart and the University of Tasmania. He 
was the Tasmanian Rhodes Scholar in 1923 and went 
to New College, Oxford, in 1925 and read Honors 
Physics. He received his doctorate in 1928 and re- 
turned to Australia in 1929 to carry on research for 
the Radio Research Board under the Sir John 
Madsen. Ten years ago he was appointed to the Chair 
of Physics at the University of Adelaide. He has been 
associated with C.S.LR.O. through his Chairmanship of 
the National Standards Commission and the Radio 
Research Board. Mrs. Huxley is, like her husband, an 
Oxford graduate. 

Mr. Casey also announced two changes in the top 
administration of C.S.LR.O. Mr. Guy Gresford has 
been designated Secretary and Mr. Walter Ives, Execu- 
tive Officer. 

Mr. Gresford, 43, was educated at Trinity College, 
University of Melbourne, and joined C.S.LR.O. in 1942. 
He became Assistant Secretary in 1946 and Research 
Secretary (Physical Sciences) in 1952. 

Mr. Ives, aged 42, graduated in economics at the 
University of Sydney. He was with the Department 
of War Organisation of Industry during the war 1939-45 
and joined C.S.LR.O. in 1946 as Technical Secretary of 
the Division of Plant Industry. He became Assistant 
Secretary in 1950 and Research Secretary (Biological 
Sciences) in 1952.

Public Relations Director 


Mr. G. H. Tennyson Succeeds Mr. Attiwill 


Mr. Geoffrey Hervey-Tennyson, of Oakleigh, Victoria, 
has been appointed Federal Public Relations Director 
of Pharmacy in Australia, and is expected to assume 
duty on March 1. He succeeds Mr. K. G. Attiwill, who 
last August accepted the newly created post of Secretary 
and Public Relations Director of the Australian Opto- 
metrical Association. Mr. Attiwill had carried on his 
duties until a successor was appointed, and will leave 
pharmacy in the middle of February. 

Mr. Tennyson, like Mr. Attiwill, is a journalist with 
newspaper and public relations experience. After 
serving his early cadetship with the Sydney “Daily 
Telegraph” he was on the staff of the Melbourne “Sun 
News-Pictorial” from 1941 to 1954, except for war 
service. Mr. Tennyson spent four years in the Second 
A.LF., first with an armoured unit and then overseas 
with “Z” Special Unit. 

After leaving the “Sun” he joined the advertising firm 
of J. Walter Thompson (Aust.) Pty. Ltd. as a public 
relations executive handling national accounts. Other 
public relations activities have been with the Australian 
National Travel Association, George Patterson Pty. 
Ltd.’s Melbourne office, and later as manager of his 
own public relations counselling company. Like Mr, 
Attiwill, Mr. Tennyson is a member of the Australian 
Journalists’ Association, and an oversea associate of the 
British Institute of Public Relations, London. 


EDUCATION IN THE AGE OF SCIENCE 


The Science Advisory Ccmmittee to President Eisen- 
hower recently issued a report, “Education for the Age 
ef Science.” 

Four sets of recommendations were made under the 
sections :— 

Curriculum and Course Content. 

Quality and Effectiveness of Teachers. 
Recognition and Encouragement of Students. 
Development of Intellectual Leadership. 

As reported in Science June 12, 1959, the recom- 
mendations regarding Curriculum and Course Content 
were as follows:— 

“We urge the scientists and scholars of the country 
to establish more intimate contact with experienced 
teachers at all levels, so the curricula and the teaching 
and learning aids in schools, colleges and universities 
may take account of the new facts and the new points 
of view that scientific progress has revealed. 

We further recommend that a research programme 
be established by an appropriate foundation or agency 
in which scientists, scholars and teachers co-operate to 
design more adequate curricula planned to give to all 
educated citizens an adequate introduction to those 
areas of science and technology essential to an under- 
standing of the problems of a modern society. 

Course Content.—We recommend that present efforts 
be aggressively pursued and substantially expanded in 
bringing together leading scientists, scholars and 
teachers in these various subject-matter fields to seek: 

(1) To bring the course content in each subject at 
each level into line with the most modern scholarly re- 
search in its field, consonant with the level of instruc- 
tion. 

(2) To outline, write, publish, and revise the necessary 
textbooks and auxiliary reading materials to achieve 
the above objectives. We believe, in particular, that far 
more imagination and innovation are appropriate in the 


preparation, printing, illustrating and publication of 
textbooks—on the one hand,-to produce much less ex- 
pensive books in the basic fields, so that a much larger 
number of students will be able to build their own 
libraries; and, on the other hand, to ensure that all the 
resources of the modern publication art are brought to 
bear in the preparation of textbooks which are chal- 
lenging, stimulating and exciting. 

(3) To develop and supply adequate teaching and 
learning aids of all appropriate kinds, including modern 
pictures, television, tape recordings, slides and other 
audio-visual materials designed to aid the student in 
understanding the subject more thoroughly, and especi- 
ally to relieve the teacher of unnecessary burdens of 
preparation and instruction, and to enable the outstand- 
ing teacher to reach a much larger number of students. 

(4) To develop and supply laboratory equipment and 
materials for science courses, together with the neces- 
sary manuals and reading materials to make the labora- 
tory and field work a far more meaningful, useful and 
exciting aid to student and teacher. 


CHEMOTHERAPEUTIC RESEARCH 


At a recent joint meeting of the Chemical Society, 
the Society of Chemical Industry and the Institute of 
Chemistry (Ireland), Dr. F. L. Rose, O.B.E., F.R.S., gave 
a lecture on “A Generation of Chemotherapeutic Re- 
search.” This was reported in the Journal of the Royal 
Institute of Chemistry, September, 1959, as follows:— 

“The past 25 years can be regarded as the golden 
age of chemotherapy, since during this time drugs to 
combat most of the major disease scourges of mankind 
have been discovered. By a coincidence, the research 
activities of Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. in this 
field span almost the same period of time. Initially, six 
chemists were seconded to this work from other duties 
within the Dyestuffs Division, and at first the sub- 
stances that they prepared were sent to various Uni- 
versity Departments for biological assay. The accumu- 
lation of stocks of untested compounds, however, 
necessitated the establishment of a biological unit 
within the company. The early chemical approaches 
were extremely diverse in type, but the discovery of 
‘sulphamezathine,’ following the incorporation of the 
pyrimidine ring into the molecule by a novel route, 
aroused interest in this particular nucleus and also in 
the guanidine moiety from which it is derived. The 
apparent lack of correlation between antibacterial re- 
sults obtained in vitro and in vivo with the many other 
speculative sulphonamide agents that were prepared 
led to the establishment of a unit to study the de- 
pendence on structure of drug absorption and distribu- 
tion in the living animal, and these investigations have 
continued to play an important part in subsequent 
chemotherapeutic researches. 

The aid of pyrimidine and guanidine chemistry was 
sought when the deficiencies of mepacrine as a prophy- 
lactic agent called for new anti-malarial drugs, and 
this led soon to ‘Paludrine.’ This event coincided with 
the formation of a biochemical team who studied the 
mode of action of this agent. The outcome encouraged 
by the parallel work of Dr. F. Hawking of the Medical 
Research Council was the isolation of a highly active 
dihydrotruazine metabolite. 

The modern chemotherapeutic research unit includes 
workers of many disciplines. A good example of the 
way in which they co-operate to bring a new lead to 
rapid fruition is provided by the discovery of the new 
anti-leprotic drug ‘Etisul’ (diethylthioisophthalate). 
This eventually became a search for a pharmaceutically 
acceptable precursor of ethyl] mercaptan, but capable of 
liberating this otherwise objectionable substance only 
after ingestion by the animal body. Biological and 
biochemical study of the mode of action of this com- 
paratively simple mercaptan were again begun at an 
early stage, and provided evidence of an indirect effect 
on the acid-fast organisms in the infected animal. | 
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MODIFICATION OF THE DURATION OF DRUG 
ACTIONS 


At the British Pharmaceutical Conference, Bourne- 
mouth Meeting, September, 1959, the Symposium Ses- 
sion was devoted to a consideration of Modification of 
Duration of Drug Actions. The first paper, “Pharma- 
cological and Clinical Considerations,” was given by Pro- 
fessor Andrew Wilson, M.D., Ph.D. The following ab- 
stract was published in The Pharmaceutical J , Oc- 
tober 3, 1959:— 

Modification of drug action may be required to pro- 
vide (a) a more rapid therapeutic effect; (b) a more 
prolonged and sustained action with less frequent ad- 
ministration; or (c) a safer or less disturbing therapeutic 
effect less liable to be accompanied by other actions or 
side-effects of the drug. 


Increasing the Onset of Action 


Many drugs are reasonably well absorbed from the 
alimentary tract within 15 to 45 minutes of oral ad- 
ministration. On occasions when some! more rapid 
method treatment is necessary, this can often be achieved 
by changing the route of administration; herein lies the 
importance of providing sterile preparations suitable for 
parenteral use. 

Sometimes the onset of action of a drug normally ad- 
ministrated by intramuscular or subcutaneous injection 
is delayed by the presence of gross oedema or adipose 
tissue, or on account of peripheral vascular failure. 
Here again, a change to intravenous injection—for ex- 
ample of mersalyl, insulin, or an analgesic such as 
morphine—provides a_ satisfactory answer to the 
problem. 

The use of hyaluronidase to increase the rate of ab- 
sorption by increasing the subcutaneous dispersal of 
fluid is a valuable method of rapidly restoring water and 
electrolyte balance, especially in infants and young chil- 
dren. Its advantages as a spreading factor have been 
made use of to increase the rate of action of local anaes- 
thetics, but care must be exercised in controlling the 
spread of effect and the resultant decrease in duration 
of anaesthesia. 

_ The rapid absorption of iron by intramuscular injec- 

tion of iron-dextran complex is a notable contribution 
which might be expected to stimulate further work in 
this field. For —_ a non-irritant intramuscular 
preparation of aminophylline would be a welcome alter- 
native to intravenous injection. 

There appears to be a considerable increase in the 
number of drugs prepared for parenteral administration. 


In the United States of America during 1957, a total of 
496 new products and preparations were introduced, of 
which 52 were for parenteral administration, and 36 
more were made available in 1958. Some consist of 
hormones which can be administrated only by injec- 
tion; others, such as antispasmodics, antihistaminics, 
tranquillising drugs and vitamins, are more difficult to 
justify on the basis of a need to increase the speed of 
action or to facilitate administration. 

More use could be made of the sublingual route of 
administration. It could with advantage be extended to 
the study of potent analgesic and cough suppressant 
drugs. dministration of drugs ih aerosols could also 
be used more widely. 

There are several reasons for attempting to prolong 
the action of a drug, the most important being to main- 
tain the therapeutic effect for longer periods than can 
be obtained after administration of a single dose. There 
aré a number of outstanding examples where this modi- 
fication of the action of a drug has been successful, not- 
ably in the treatment of certain endocrine diseases such 
as diabetes mellitus, diabetes insipidus, Addison’s dis- 
ease and related conditions requiring supplemental 
therapy with adrenal cortex hormones. In all these in- 
stances the drug has been administrated ar 
usually because of its inactivation or inadequate ab- 
sorption in the gastro-intestinal tract. 


The successful outcome of the extension of this type 
of modified preparation to other drugs is more doubtful. 
There are, however, many clinical indications where the 
sustained or prolonged action of a drug is necessary. In 
the treatment of infections, adequate and continuous 
action of the chemotherapeutic agent is vital; this is 

ticularly important in treatment with antitubercu- 
osis or antileprotic drugs, which are given for many 
months, and it also applies to the treatment of a number 
of tropical diseases and helminthic infections. 


When Continuous Therapy is Required 


Continuous therapy is necessary in the management of 
peptic ulceration, which demands continued action of 
the drug throughout the night and early morning. Ant- 
acid or antispasmodic drugs with a prolong action 
would therefore be very acceptable additions to the 
available drugs. Longer-acting ganglion blocking and 
tranquillising drugs would be useful in the treatment of 
hypertension, and similar modifications of solanaceous 
alkaloids and of antihistamine drugs would be valuable 
in maintaining symptomatic control of Parkinsonism 
and of some allergic diseases; longer-acting analgesic 
drugs would also be gladly welcomed. A notable ex- 
ception to this is the treatment of angina of effort with 
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nitrites where it could be harmful to obscure continu- 
ously the warning symptoms of pain, and therefore to 
over-exertion. 

Some attempts have been made to prolong the action 
of drugs intended only for local administration. These 
include the use of adrenaline as a vaso-constrictor to 
delay absorption and prolong the action of local anaes- 
thetic compounds. Many instances of ischaemic necrosis 
have resulted from the use of high concentrations of 
adrenaline, and there is now fairly general agreement 
that for this purpose the maximum effective concentra- 
tion consistent with safety is a 1 in 100,000 (0.001 per 
cent.) solution of adrenaline. 

Intensity and duration of action depend on the con- 
centration of drug on the cells on which it acts, and this 
is determined by its rate of absorption, distribution to 
and clearance from the tissues. us the action of a 
drug may be prolonged by reducing its rate of absorp- 
tion, by delaying the rate at which it is inactivated, or 
—if it is excreted unchanged—by retarding its excre- 
tion. In general, the most successful methods depends 
on reducing the rate of absorption, and because of the 
greater number of yariable factors influencing absorp- 
tion from the gastro-intestinal tract, modifications of 
drugs for parenteral administration have produced more 
satisfactory results than those for oral administration. 


Parenteral Administration 


Absorption of a drug will be delayed when it is ad- 
ministrated in a relatively water-insoluble form. This 
can be done by changing the solvent to an oily vehicle 
or by adding to the aqueous solution a colloid such as 
gelatin, polyvinylpyrrolidone or dextran; but absorption 
is erratic and the oily vehicte complicated the cleaning 
of syringes. The use of gelatin has been found effective 
in delaying absorption of corticotrophin, but it is not 
reliable for the administration of heparin. Some anxiety 
has been expressed about. the carcino genic potentialities 
of polyvinylpyrrolidone, but this should not be allowed 
to preclude its use for short-term therapy, or where the 
patient already is the victim of malignant disease. It 
would be interesting to know whether a long-acting 
potent analgesic could be formulated with this sub- 
stance. It would also be useful to have more informa- 
tion on the use of dextran in prolonging the action of 
neostigmine, heparin and analgesic drugs. These methods 


_ of delaying absorption apply mainly to such drugs as 


insulin, corticotrophin, heparin and penicillin, which are 
fairly rapidly cleared from the body. 


The action of some drugs, notably the stable steroid 
hormones, can be prolonged by preparing them as com- 
pressed or fused pellets. Three methods of administra- 
tion are being increasingly and successfully explored. 
Subcutaneous implantation of deoxycortone acetate pel- 
lets for the treatment of Addi:ion’s disease is an im- 
portant example; another is the svisingual absorption 
of methyltestosterone. 


Until much more is known about the laws that govern 
the absorption of drugs from the gastrointestinal tract 
and their subsequent utilisation, there is little prospect 
of introducing successful automation of the alimentary 
tract. Dragstedt has emphasised that methods of pro- 
longed action should not be applied at present to potent 
drugs such as digitalis glycosides, antibiotics and gang- 
so drugs, precise and adequate doses of which 
are vital. 


There is increasing evidence that the stomach is an 
important site of absorption of drugs. One influencing 
factor is the ability of the drug to dissolve in the gastric 
contents; for example, aspirin is readily absorbed but 
dicoumarol is not. Hogben and his colleagues have 
found that if a drug is partially unionised in the acid 
gastric contents it is well absorbed, whereas little is 
absorbed if it is ionised. This is attributed to the fact 
that the gastric mucosa acts as a lipoid barrier, which 
selectively permits passive diffusion of the unionised 
lipid-soluble form of a drug, but prevents the diffusion 


of the lipid-insoluble ionic form. For example, organic 
acids such as aspirin and barbiturates with a pKa of 3 
or more which are undissociated in acid gastric juice 
are rapidly absorbed; bases such as quinine, ephedrine 
and amidopyrine with a pKa greater than 5, which are 
icnised, are not abate Phenazone, a weaker base, 
which in the presence of gastric secretion is not disso- 
ciated, is quite well absorbed. A similar pattern seems 
to condition absorption from the intestine, whereas 
there is a fairly close relation between the lipid solu- 
bility of unionised drug and the rate of intestinal abso 
tion. Individual variation in the amount of di ab- 
sorbed was recently illustrated by Hogben a his 
colleagues. 


Examples from Veterinary Medicine 


Two examples in veterinary medicine illustrate the 
successful modifications of drug action on the alimentary 
tract. One concerns the use of the “cobalt bullet. 
Phalaris staggers, a condition which is often fatal, can 
be prevented by oral administration of cobalt which 
romotes adequate biosynthesis of vitamin B. Dewey, 
tas and Marston prepared compressed cylindrical pellets 
containing cobaltic oxide in china clay, with a specific 
gravity such that when swallowed they were trans- 
ported fairly rapidly to the reticulum, where they re- 
mained and cobalt was released from them for many 
weeks. This report provides the basis for investigating 
the prolonged administration of other substances such 
as anthelminthics to ruminants. The other example 
concerns phenothiazine. It has been shown that in the 
treatment of nematode infections of sheep the particle 
size of this water-insoluble compound is an important 
factor in determining its anthelminthic activity; the 
most active preparations were those prepar from 
phenothiazine containing a high proportion of particles 
of 10» or less. 


One notable example of modifying the rate of in- 
activation of a drug is by the inhibition of enzymes. 
The action and uses of anticholinesterase compounds 
such as neostigmine depend on their ability to combine 
with cholinesterase and prolong the action of acetyl- 
choline by delaying its hydrolysis. Various attempts 
have been made to increase and prolong the action of 
other drugs, for example morphine, by concurrent use 
of one of these inhibitors. 


A new approach to this aspect of prolonging drug 
action is the discovery of some compounds which by 
themselves have little or no action, but which can pro- 
leng the action of a variety of other drugs by inhibiting 
tHe enzyme systems in liver microsomes which inactivate 
them. 


8-Diethylaminoethyl diphenylpropylacetate (SKF525- 
A), 2:4:dichloro-6-phenylphenoxyethyl diethylamine 
(Lilly, 18947), and isopropyl-2-isonicotinyl hydrazine 
(iproniazid, Marsilid) have been shown to interfere with 
the metabolism of barbiturates, amphetamine, acetanil- 
ide, pethidine and amidopyrine. These substances have 
not yet been fully investigated, but their potential uses 
are considerable. 

The action of several drugs can be prolonged by modi- 
fication of their chemical structure. The different rates 
of inactivation of barbiturates provide a selection of 
compounds varying in duration from two or three hours 
to twelve hours or more. An anticholinesterase com- 
pound can be chosen to provide for diagnostic use the 
brief action of edrophonium, or for therapeutic pur- 
poses the longer action of neostigmine or pyridostig- 
mine. A large series of similarly acting organophos- 
phorus compounds ne amongst others of dyflos, 
tetra-ethylpyrophosphate and octamethyl pyrophosphate 
(OMPA) can produce even more prolonged action, but 
the difficulties of controlling the extent of enzyme in- 
hibition within safe limits have severely restricted their 
general therapeutic uses. Many of these compounds 


have outstanding value as insecticides. 
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One of the classical examples of prolonging drug action 
is the curtailment of salt whilst administering bromides. 
The therapeutic benefit of bromide depends on its main- 
taining an optimum concentration by balancing the 
amount absorbed and excreted. The excretion of certain 
drugs, such as penicillin and aminosalicylate, which are 
eliminated by tubular excretion, can be delayed by con- 
current administration of caronamide or probenecid, 
which interfere with transport mechanisms in the renal 
tubules. The problem of maintaining an effective con- 
centration of the interfering drug has severely restricted 
the usefulness of this method. 


The action of some drugs may be prolonged on account 
of their storage in tissues from which they are slowly re- 
leased and excreted. The fact that chloroquine, after 
oral administration, is highly concentrated in the liver, 
from which it is gradually released, makes it specially 
valuable for the prophylactic control of malaria. The 
accumulation of chlorotrianisene (TACE) in the body 
fat has led to its use as a long-acting orally administered 
oestrogen. 


Each patient, in a sense, is a law unto himself, and 
his response and reactions to drugs cannot be accurately 
predicted; the dose of a drug which is necessary to pro- 
duce its typical effect in a group of individuals may 
vary over a fourfold range or more. Many potent and 
potentially toxic drugs must therefore be administrated 
in such a way that the dose can be adjusted according 
to the individual need and response. A critical exami- 
nation of many popular mixtures of drugs reveals no 
evidence of any rational pharmacological basis for 
therapy. The virtue of some appears to lie in the fact 
that the dose of each constituent is sufficiently small 
not to give rise to any serious risk of overdose, nor in- 
deed to any significant pharmacological action. 


The major criticism of preparations containing mix- 
tures of antihistamine and amphetamine drugs, amphet- 
amine and barbiturates, antispasmodic and antacid drugs 
and many others of this nature, is the fact that the fixed 
proportion does not readily permit any adjustment of the 
dose of each constituent drug. Preparations containing 
an active drug and one of its antagonists have little to 
commend them. 


THE ADVERTISING OF MEDICINES 


At the Bournemouth meeting of the British Pharma- 
ceutical Conference a full session was devoted to con- 
sideration of The Advertising of Medicines. Two papers 
were presented, one on professional advertising, by Dr. 
F. Wigley, of the Wellcome Foundation Ltd., the other 
on public advertising, by Mr. W. K. Fitch, publications 
manager of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. 


Mr. Fitch gave a detailed analysis of the volume of 
and expenditure on public advertising, the principal 
preparations so advertised and their classification. He 
pointed out that while the Venereal Diseases Act (1917), 
the Cancer Act (1939), the Pharmacy and Medicines Act 
(1941) had put a stop to certain types of spurious and 
dangerous advertising, yet medical science had taught 
a great deal in the past 45 years about the causes and 
treatment of, for example, constipation, indigestion, in- 
fluenza and rheumatism complaints, for which an in- 
creasingly wide variety of products is being offered to 
the public through press, radio-and television adver- 
tising. He dealt at length with channels of distribution 
and undesirable claims. 


His principal conclusions were: 


(a) The volume of proprietary medicine advertising 
in Great Britain is sufficiently large to justify the 
study of its impact on the pharmacist and the 
consumer. 

(b) There is no control in Great Britain of the claims 
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made in this advertising comparable with that 
which exists in most other countries. 
(c) The pharmaceutical chemist has a duty to refrain 
from exhibiting show material for medicines 
which are advertised in a misleading or exag- 
erated manner. 
ecause of his specialised knowledge, the phar- 
maceutical chemist is in a position to inform mem- 
bers of the public of the merits and limitations 
of the proprietaries which he sells. 
Further consideration should be given to the 
statutory limitation of the supply of all medicines 
to the pharmacist. 
(f) The place of publicly advertised medicines in a 
country which enjoys a comprehensive health ser- 
vice has not yet been defined. 


The Chemist and Druggist, October 10, 1959, devoted 
an editorial entitled The Multiple Dilemma to the papers 
and discussion of this session, and from this we quote 
the following passages:— 


“Advertising as such is linked with, and may be in- 
separable from, mass methods of manufacture. If it is ad- 
vantageous and right that medicines should be factory- 
made in large quantities, then it is necessary to accept 
the machinery—including advertising—by which they 
are introduced to (a) the prescriber or (b) the user. It 
is also necessary to accept that the costs of advertising 
must be taken care of in the price of the article.” , . . 
“We may well accept, as Mr. Fitch accepted, that medi- 
cines in. the advertised range are today subject, in the 
main, to as high a degree of quality control in manu- 
facture as are the medical specialities advertised exclu- 
sively to prescribers and chemists. Anything wrong in 
the ‘patent’ medicine field must therefore lie in the 
advertisements” ... “It was a definite weakness (in 
the session) that no paper had been invited giving what 
might be termed an ‘opposition’ viewpoint, :that of 
‘patent’ medicine advertisers themselves” .. . 


“At what point does advertising that is a necessary 
procedure in distribution become objectionable? No 
doubt at one of several—at that point, for example, 
where to ensure that future sales keep pace with past 
sales an advertiser could become guilty of persuading 
healthy people that they are ill, or that his product will 
cure ailments for which the consensus of informed 
opinion considers there is no cure, or none from the 
commodity advertised. Or at that other point where a 
significant proportion of users may have or may develop 
an idiosyncrasy or addiction to the drug.” ... 


_ “The greatest need for clarification of principles and 
ideas is perhaps in the sphere of personal responsibility. 
We are those who think, as we believe most members 
of the Pharmaceutical Society do, that the time has 
come to restrict the sale of medicines—all medicines—to 
pharmacists. If, as Mr. Fitch very tellingly pointed out, 
there are enough channels under the National Health 
Service for the distribution of dispensed medicines, those 
channels must surely be enough for advertised medi- 
cines.” ... “But we think also that the ‘all’ may have 
to involve fewer medicines than are on the market 
today. The purpose is not monopoly of sales to phar- 
macists but the greater protection and welfare of the 
public. Pharmacists everywhere recognise that sales 
of advertised medicines must be refused to particular 
customers, because to take that medicine may delay or 
prevent medical diagnosis and treatment.” 


The full reports of this session and its discussion by 
floor members are topical and very interesting and im- 
portant. They repay careful reading and consideration, 
particularly so since the Welfare State marches forward 
with its more and more comprehensive health services. 
It is well to recall that fifteen years ago Sir Hugh Lin- 
stead (then Mr. Linstead) said: “The Government can- 
not permit every device of modern publicity to invite 
the citizen to ignore the service which the state pro- 
vides for him and to accept in its place one provided 
by the advertiser.”

CHLORINE PRODUCTION AND CHLORINATED 
PRODUCTS IN AUSTRALIA 


Imperial Chemical Industries Australia and New Zea- 
land are extending very considerably their chlorine pro- 
duction plants in Melbourne and Sydney. This will 
enable expansion of the manufacture of trichlorethylene 
(CHCI = CCl.) and perchlorethylene (CCl, = CCl.,). 

This company has recently erected new hydrochloric 
acid plants which use mild steel burners for the com- 
bination of hydrogen and chlorine gases. These new 
burners are used in conjunction with graphite absorbers. 

With these new compact plants it seems almost un- 
believable that until comparatively recently hydrochloric 
acid was made from salt and sulphuric acid in the old 
“salt cake” process, with its heavy manual handling, its 
reverberatory furnaces and its “messy” Gossage ab- 
sorbing towers. 

The manufacture of such simple substances by modern 
methods represents some major advances in chemical 
engineering. 


STERILISATION BY IRRADIATION 
Pilot-Scale Plant, Wantage (England) 


A pilot plant under construction at the Wantage 
Radiation Laboratories, Atomic Energy Research Estab- 
lishment, will enable industrial firms to carry out full- 
scale tests of irradiation processes such as the sterilisa- 
tion of medical equipment or drugs and the disinfesta- 
tion of packaged products. : 

The entire plant occupies an area f 
10,000 sq. ft., and this includes storage of material bot 
before and after processing, all the mechanical handling 
plant, as well as the irradiation cell itself, which occu- 
pies roughly 1000 sq. ft., including massive concrete 
shielding walls. ity 

The cell has been designed to house half a million 
curies of cobalt-60, but will’ be loaded initially with 
150,000 curies, which will provide a throughput of 7 
megarad-tons per day. As an example, in 24 hours 3 
tens of medical products or animal fibres could be 
rendered sterile, since a sterilising dose is of the order 
of 2} rads. 

The plant is scheduled to be operating by the end of 
1959. It is designed to handle pockages ey 
1 ft. cube in size. The packages will be handled con- 
tinuously and automatically from bulk store to treated 
material store, and the plant could be operated 24 hours 
a day.—“Chemistry and Industry,” October 3, 1959. 


A ROUTE TO NEW PENICILLINS 
Researches Into Fresh Processes 
By A. W. Haslett 
(London Scientific Writer and Correspondent) 


The possibility of improving on _ biosynthetically- 
produced penicillin was implicit in its selection by Chain 
and Florey as one of the first antibiotics to be studied 
by them in Oxford. 

According to Chain, they approached it as “a problem 
in biochemistry, with the aim of establishing the chemi- 
cal nature of a reputedly unstable natural product active 
against the staphylococcus.”" 


To the extent that an investigation undertaken in that 
spirit and in a period dominated clinically by the sulph- 
onamides may be said to have included a practical ob- 
jective, it was thus that, using the “unstable” naturai 
product as a model, they might arrive at a stable syn- 
thetic product which, being active against the staphy- 
lococcus, would be a supplement to the sulphonamides. 


Several Penicillins with Same Properties 


It also became evident at an early stage that penicillin 
was no single, unique substance, but that “there existed 
a number of penicillins having very similar chemical 
and biological properties.’”* There was therefore ground 
for thinking that there would be scope for further 
chemical variation without loss of antibacterial activity. 


A natural first approach to the production of new 
penicillins was to seek, first, to arrive at the common 
structure of natural penicillins; and secondly, to devise 
a logical method of synthesis, on which changes could 
be rung. The first step was attained, but not the second. 
Although both an Oxford group of organic chemists 
and the Merck group effected a total synthesis of peni- 
cillin, they did so by a method which appeared incapable 
of improvement, and which gave a yield of less than 
one-thousandth part of the theoretical yield. 


No satisfactory method of total synthesis having been 
discovered, or appearing probable, the “Penicillium” 
mould was left as the practical agent of production. 
There remained, however, another approach to the pro- 
duction of new penicillins: to supply the mould with 
chemically plausible precursors, and to hope that they 
would appear plausible also to the enzyme systems of 
the mould. The latter were, however, co-operative only 
to a limited extent; and, although much experimental 
work has been done, especially in the United States, 
no improvement on benzylpenicillin (including procaine 
benzylpenicillin) has been brought to medical use. 


Condensation Reactions 


This has been the position up to the present year, 
with the exception that Sheehan and others in the United 
States had, in 1958, reported the synthesis of 6-amino- 

nicillanic acid’, the supposed immediate precursor of 

iosynthetically produced penicillins. Since the amino 
group of this substance is condensed in natural peni- 
cillins with a carboxyl group to which a variety of side- 
chains are attached, it became possible in principle to 
make new penicillins at will by condensation reactions 
with the appropriate carboxylic acid or a precursor. How- 
ever, as with penicillin itself, so also with 6-amino-peni- 
cillanic acid, there is a distinction between a formal 
total synthesis and a process which could be applied 
industrially, or even in research on a large scale. 


There is more than a formal interest in the recent 
discovery of Batchelor, Doyle, Nayler and Rolinson, of 
Beecham Research Laboratories, Brockham Park, Eng- 
land, that in common with natural penicillins it is pos- 
sible to obtain 6-amino-penicillanic acid from a strain 
of “Penicillium chrysogenum*‘. 


A way has thus been opened to the production of new 

nicillins for experiments on a substantial scale, and 
ater to the industrial production of those found to 
be useful. It seems incredible in retrospect that it should 
have been left to a microbiological research team formed 
only some three years ago to complete a research which 
could have been undertaken at any time during the past 
ten years, and which has been strongly indicated since 
at least 1953°. 


The approach to this discovery was not, in the end, 
direct. It was a by-product from research with a differ- 
ent object—that of producing a penicillin that chemists 
could later modify. The a at this stage were

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biology department at Brockham Park, co-operating 
with Ballio, Chain, and Dentice di Accadia, of the Inter- 
national!

The details of this research* are irrelevant to the work 
at Brockham Park which followed, although it led to a 
number of new penicillins. 


Inter-related Experiments 


The Rome experiments were related to those done 
at Brockham Park through a control experiment. As 
well as experiments in which a precursor matched to the 
penicillin which it was sought to produce was added to 
the culture medium, control experiments were done in 
which no precursor was added. 

For assay of the products so formed, two different 
but standard methods were used—one microbiological 
and the other chemical. A consistent discrepancy was 
noticed between results by these two methods. The 
Brockham Park discovery resulted from a following-up 
of this discrepancy; Rolinson and Batchelor, who had 
worked in Rome, being joined in this further research 
by Doyle and Nayler, of the chemistry department at 
Brockham Park. 

The presence of 6-amino-penicillanic acid was first 
indicated in an experiment which showed that, when 
natural penicillins had been removed from the fermen- 
tation liquor, there still remained a substance from which 
further penicillin—actually benzylpenicillin—could be 
formed. This was the result of reaction with pheny]- 
acetyl chloride in the presence of a weak base. The 
product was antibiotic; its activity was readily destroyed 
by the enzyme penicillinase, produced by certain re- 
sistant strains of bacteria, and it behaved similarly to 
benzylpenicillin on paper chromatograms. 


In later experiments, pure crystalline 6-amino-peni- 
cillanic acid was isolated an procedures not yet reported, 
and its identity established. The Brockham Park in- 
vestigators reported further that it was “a most useful 
intermediate for the preparation of new penicillins and 
related compounds which are not easily accessible in 
other ways,” and added that the possible therapeutic 
usefulness of such derivatives was being investigated. 


Methods of Extraction Found 


This is as far as the published record goes. However, 
at a press conference held subsequently in London, Mr. 
J. Farquharson, Director of Research at the Brockham 
Park Laboratories, stated that methods of extraction 
had been found and gave some indication of the direc- 
tions that research was taking. 


As points that came to mind, he mentioned first the 
increased prevalence in hospitals of strains of staphylo- 
coccus resistant to penicillin. These are strains pro- 
tected by the enzyme penicillinase. It is at least pos- 
sible that, with ability to modify the side-chain of peni- 
cillin, new penicillins may be produced which are either 
not destroyed by penicillinase or are destroyed at too 
low a rate to protect the organism. A further, probably 
attainable, prospect is the production of penicillins that 
can be used without reaction in patients sensitive to 
benzylpenicillin. 

There is a fairly definite ground for optimism in the 
fact that antibody-antigen reactions are believed to be 
governed largely by shape; and it is known that peni- 
cillins with certain aliphatic side-chains do not, in fact, 
sensitise the guinea-pig. 

Beyond this, there is a chance that new penicillins may 
be active against organisms not responsive to benzyl- 
Se It has been argued that this is too much to 

ope for’. But it can be argued also that knowledge 
of the action of penicillin on micro-organisms is too 
narrowly b to permit dogmatism, and that such 
experiments should be tried, as no doubt they will be.

Farquharson has spoken of “promising leads,” but in 
the end it must be a question of experiments and their 
results, and a full exploration of the. possibilities now 
raised will involve a substantial and prolonged effort 
in research, the outcome of which it would be idle now 
to anticipate—Through U.K. Information Service. 
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GEL FILTERS FOR FRACTIONATING 
BIOLOGICAL MATERIAL 


In reporting on progress in Sweden with “Molecular 
Sieves” the New Scientist (Sept 24, 1959) wrote:— 

A substance derived from a member of the sugar 
family, which is capable of separating molecules of 
different sizes from a mixture, has lately been intro- 
duced in Sweden. This granular material, known as 
Sephadex, is composed of dextran molecules linked 
(polymerized) to form a three-dimensional network. 
Depending on the size of the mesh, it is possible for 
substances with small molecular dimensions, when dis- 
solved in water, to penetrate the network, leaving larger 
molecules outside. 


When the insoluble grains of Sephadex are stirred 
into water they swell to several times their original 
volume. A tube filled with swollen grains then provides 
a gel filter bed. In use, the solution to be fractionated 
is simply poured into such a tube. Larger molecules 
which cannot enter the grains pass rapidly through 
the bed. Small molecules, because they force their way 
through the grain matrix, take rather longer to travel 
through the column. By collecting the filtrate in por- 
tions, the large molecules can be effectively separated 
from small ones. The bed returns to its original state 
immediately after use and is ready for another filtration. 


The Swedes have thus imitated the effect obtained with 
cellulose—when employing filter paper in the analytical 
Pegg = of electrophoresis, for instance—and starch 

ut by exploiting a familiar principle with a 
complex polysaccharide structure, they have arrived at 
a separating medium that should be more convenient for 
many purposes. It has already proved of value in, 
for example, fractionating extracts of biological matter, 
as well as in oe proteins, enzymes and certain 
hormones, Researchers are now whens ee to confirm 
the existence of a hitherto unknown hormone in the 
pituitary gland with the help of this method. It is also 
suggested as an alternative to dialysis for desalting sub- 
stances of hign molecular weight. 


Although the gels have so far been employed on a 
laboratory scale, they are thought to be equally suited 
to industrial operations. Patents are being taken out 
for the synthesis of the material and its use in gel filtra- 
tions, a joint development of the firm Pharmacia and 
members of the Institute of Biochemistry at Upsala Uni- 
versity. 
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ARTIFICIAL ORGANS. BIOLOGICAL 
APPLICATIONS 


Abstract of presidential address given by Prof. A. 
Hemingway to Section I (Physiology and Biochemistry). 
British Association York Meeting. 


The study of isolated organs and tissues maintained 
under conditions ensuring survival has yielded much 
to the physiologist. 

These tissues are immersed in, or superfused (a new 
technique), or perfused with blood, serum or solutions 
which may be regarded as ‘artificial bloods.’ A solu- 
tion in which the ionic concentrations of sodium, potas- 
sium and calcium were adjusted to maintain conduction 
and contraction in cardiac muscle was first introduced 
by Ringer, but since his day many modifications have 
been made, including the addition of metabolites such 
as pyruvate and glutamate. To make a blood substitute 
for clinical use as an ‘expander’ after haemorrhage or 
in post-operative hypotensive states, dextrans of appro- 
priate molecular size have been prepared and added 
te these solutions to make them osmotically equivalent 
to plasma. But, so far, it has not been possible, except 
by employing suspended red blood corpuscles, to make 
these solutions adequate carriers of respiratory gases. 


The introduction of antibiotics and ample supplies of 
anticoagulants have encouraged and established the use 
of perfusion and similar techniques for clinical purposes. 
The ‘artificial kidney,’ which Tes proved successful in 
the management of certain types of kidney disorder, is 
a development of Abell’s (1922) vividiffusion apparatus. 
The principle is that an artery is cannulated and the 
blood, rendered incoagulable, is passed through a 20-30 
m. length of ‘cellophane’ tubing, which is formed into 
a spiral and rotated in a bath of modified Ringer’s solu- 
tion. According to differences in concentration across 
the membrane, substances will be interchanged between 
the blood and the surrounding fluid. By this means, 
substances which have accumulated because of renal 
dysfunction can be removed from the blood; the rate 
and the extent of the exchanges can be controlled by 
regulating the composition of the surrounding bath. 
Ensuing chemical changes in the blood must be fol- 
lowed. Treatment by the ‘artificial kidney’ is indicated 
when the pathological changes in the kidney are revers- 
ible and the patient’s kidneys are likely to resume their 
functions. 


In the field of cardiac surgery more extensive and 
complicated operations have been made feasible during 
the past decade by the development of the ‘extra- 
corporeal circulation.’ This is a method, based on tech- 
niques well established in physiological laboratories, by 
which the systemic circulation of the body can be main- 
tained by a mechanical pump and a blood oxygenator 
for a period during which the heart and the lungs of 
the patient can be by-passed. The heart and its neigh- 
bouring vessels can then be opened and congenital 
abnormalities or valvular lesions repaired or modified. 
There are many problems in the design of pumps and 
oxygenators which, while giving respectively adequate 
flow of blood and sufficient exchange of respiratory 
gases, will not injure the blood. Striking clinical pro- 
gress has already been made, and it seems likely that 
the improvements in the technique of perfusion will be 
applied to further studies of organ function and control 
and, probably, of survival in vitro.—‘“Nature,” Septem- 
ber 5, 1959. 


ORAL POLIO VACCINE 


In its column “Topics and Comments” Manufacturing 
Chemist, August, 1959, had this item: 
Success in producing an oral polio vaccine seems to 


have gone not to Dr. Albert Sabin, whose vaccine has 
been most prominently discussed, but to the Lederle 
Laboratories division of American Cyanamid. During 
the W.H.O. Conference in Live Polio Vaccines in Wash- 
ington, Dr. Herbert R. Cox, of Lederle, announced that 
a “single swallow” of their new vaccine will give full 
protection. 


Present indications are that the vaccine will confer 
immunity for a period of four to five years or perhaps 
longer; it appears to provide protection within 12 to 14 
days after being taken, thus precluding the need for 
“booster” doses within a short period. 


Because it is easier to use, the Lederle vaccine will 
also reduce the cost of large-scale immunisation. Cal- 
culations made by public health officials in Colombia, 
for example, indicate that the overhead cost of recent 
mass immunisation with the Lederle vaccine in that 
country was between 40 and 50 cents per person. They 
estimated that a similar programme carried out with an 
injectable vaccine would have tripled the cost per 
patient. 


The vaccine combines weakened strains of the three 
types of polio virus from which all forms of the disease 
stem. The three strains used are known as SM (type I) 
because it is a mixture of strains first isolated by Sickle 
and Mahoney; MEF-1 (type II), so called because the 
original pathogenic virus was isolated from a British 
soldier who died of polio while serving with the Middle 
East Forces; and Fox (type III) strain, isolated from a 
one-year-old child with non-paralytic polio by John 
Fox, of Tulane University. 


The vaccine has been developed over the past nine 
years, during which time 700,000 people have partici- 
pated in field trials in Argentina, Brazil, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Finland, Haiti, Israel, Japan, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Peru, Puerto Rico, Spain, Uruguay and the 
United States. Not a single untoward reactior attribut- 
able to the vaccine has been encountered among persons 
taking part in the trials, it is claimed. However, the 
London office of Lederle emphasise that the new vaccine 
has not yet been cleared for commercial production and 
administration by the physician. For the time being 
there will be no change in the present method of 
immunisation by injectable vaccine. 


NOBEL PRIZE FOR MEDICINE GAINED BY 
BIOCHEMISTS 


Recently the Nobel Prize for Medicine was awarded 
to S. Ochoa and A. Kornberg, Professors of Biochemistry 
in USS. 


In commenting on this award, The New Scientist, Oc- 
tober 22, 1959, notes that “this emphasises once again 
the widely held view that further progress in medicine 
depends on a better understanding of basic biology. 
The great unsolved problems of medicine—the causes 
of cancer, rheumatism, mental diseases and some kinds 
of heart disease—are bound up with the malfunctioning 
of individual cells. Their origin is unlikely to be estab- 
lished without new knowledge of what goes on inside 
the cells—and this is the province of the biochemist.” 


The recent work of Ochoa and Kornberg has been 
concerned with the production of nucleic acids within 
the cell. How nucleotides are strung together to give 
nucleic acid. In brief, it may be said they have opened 
up the field of in vitro synthesis of nucleic acid.

TOXIC PSYCHOSIS FOLLOWING ATROPINE 
EYE-DROPS 


J. P. Baker and J. D. rf (Brit. Med. J., 1958, 2, 
390). 


This is a report of a case of acute confusional Psy 
chosis in a woman of 33 following routine daily instil- 
lations of 1 per cent. atropine sulphate drops over a 
period of 34 weeks in the treatment of retinal detach- 
ment. The psychosis was accompanied by myocardial 
changes. Other peripheral signs of atropine intoxica- 
tion were absent. A remission of the confusional state 
followed discontinuation of the eye-drops and a short 
course of electroplexy; paranoid trends and emotional 
lability persisted for a further few days. The psychotic 
symptoms and myocardial change were later reproduced 
in the same patient following a small test dose of atro- 
pine given by injection. The origin of states of minor 
emotional disturbance in patients undergoing eye 
surgery with prolonged atropinisation warrant closer 
investigation. E.C.G. changes appear to be usefil in 
establishing a diagnosis of atropine sensitivity where 
other peripheral signs of atropine intoxication are lack- 
ing —J. Pharm. Pharmacol., 9, 1959, 569. 
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National Medical Service in the U.K.

In recent years Britain has undergone a great social 
revolution. Hunger, poverty, the fear of the effects of 
underemployment and of illness have largely been swept 
away. A tremendous building programme has provided 
decent houses for many people who previously lived in 
slums. The standard of living for the vast majority 
of our people has risen more in ten years than in the 
previous hundred. The situation was summed up by 
an aristocratic old lady who lives with her husband, 
without resident help, in one of the stately homes of 
Britain, when she said to me recently, “We have lived 
through a revolution, but we still have our heads on 
our shoulders and we still have our roof over our 
heads.” It has been a bloodless revolution. 

One hundred and fifty years ago Jeremy Bentham, 
the great philosopher, conceived that medicine had a 
duty to society as well as to individuals: that doctors 
should be concerned more with the public health and 
less with the relief of individuals. Professor Sir Arthur 
Thomson, the immediate past President of the British 
Medical Association, recently pointed out that in the 
last century it was the doctors who “far from opposing 
change, were the leaders in liberal reforms” because 
they “were ordinary decent men whose work brought 
them in close contact with the misery of the poor and 
underprivileged.” The doctors themselves were pri- 
marily responsible for all great advances which were 
eventually established by law: the notification of infec- 
tious diseases and of the causes of death; the need for 
greater care of the poor; compulsory vaccination against 
smallpox; the medical care of school children; the 
campaign against nefarious secret remedies and aborti- 
facients; and the reform of medical education. Many 
of these were the subject of bitter controversy, but the 
British Medical Association succeeded in bringing about 
much-needed reforms. 

During the last 50 years it has again been the associa- 
tion of the vast majority of the doctors of Britain which 
originated reforms: in 1905 they stressed the need for 
contract practice in many areas, and a few years later 
acknowledged “that adequate medical attendance shall 
be placed within the reach of all members of the 
community.” 

Iliness was a greater tragedy at the beginning of the 
century than now. In 1911 national insurance was 
introduced for home illness only and for only 25 per 
cent. of the workers, but not for their families or 
dependants. The figure was increased to 40 per cent. 
early in World War II. Hospital service was not in- 
cluded. Some hospitals were supported by voluntary 
donations; some by city taxes. atients were charged 
a srnall proportion of the hospital cost. In volunta 
institutions the consultants and specialists were not paid, 
but lived by fees from private patients treated mainly 
in private clinics, in nursing homes and in a small 
number of private beds in very few of the hospitals. 
Municipal hospital doctors were paid a small but living 
wage, but did not see any private patients. 

The insurance system won general support for two 
reasons: first, the management and control of profes- 
sional work and the disciplining of doctors was left in 
the hands of the profession who exercised collective 
responsibility; and second, plenty of work remained for 
a medical man outside the insurance scheme. 

But soon after World War I further reports by the 
British Medical Association stressed the need for the 


inclusion of dependants of low-income workers and the 
need for the provision of adequate hospital facilities. 
Neville Chamberlain’s Local Government Act of 1929 
led to a great improvement in municipal hospitals— 
particularly in the counties of London and Middlesex. 

The next great reform was foreshadowed in the 
famous Beveridge Report of 1942 introducing the con- 
cept of the welfare state at a time when our Prime 
Minister was Winston Churchill. 

Throughout the many plans and recommendations, 
however, we, the doctors, called attention to the unde- 
sirability of direct government control. 


The Health Service 


The politicians promised so-called free medical care 
for the whole nation and for visitors taken ill upon 
our shores. They estimated that it would cost $500 
million a year. But within three years it cost $1200 
million and now it costs $2 billion a year. “Free” 
medical care is costing more than before and has become 
one of the most expensive items of the budget. Never- 
theless, it amounts to a small percentage of what I 
believe economists these days call the total national 
product. The cost of a complete health service for the 
whole population in Britain now works out at an annual 
premium of approximately $40 a year per head. About 
nine-tenths of the cost is paid through general taxation 
and only one-tenth through insurance contribution. 


With Regard to the Public 


Every person may have his or her own state doctor, 
or may seek a doctor privately; many have both. There 
is no doubt that the vast majority of the community 
favours the service because it gives them what they 
look on as free treatment, and because they think illness 
is divorced from almost all financial worry. The majo- 
rity of the wealthy and poor alike demand what they 
call their rights and usually get them. Many insist 
that the family doctor send them to a hospital where, 
depending on the nature of their illness, they are seen 
by a consultant or by a junior member of the hospital 
staff. There has been an extension of consultant services 
throughout the country, leading to easier access to all 
types of specialists nearer the patient’s own home. 

I know something has been said on this side of the 
Atlantic about free choice of doctor in Britain’s Health 
Service. I would like to make it clear that the patient 
in our health service has complete freedom of choice 
of his general practitioner. As for the specialist’s 
advice, the patient always has had to deyend on the 
recommendation of his family doctor. If the patient 
is too ill to attend a hospital out-patient clinic, the 
doctor can arrange through the N.H.S. for a home 
consultation with a specialist, and the specialist receives 
a fee for it. Patients admitted to hospital have no 
choice of specialist. 

Many doctors feel that a patient who seemingly pays 
nothing for his medical care tends to lose his self- 
respect and that this changes the doctor/patient rela- 
tionship. Some feel that the patients tend to develop 
a questioning attitude, and that the status of the doctor 
has been lowered and that he is treated with less 
respect. 

Others feel that patients should have a positive sense

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of their own responsibility for medical care, and suggest 
that at least a small payment should be rnade so that 
patients realise they cannot get something for nothing. 
This, it is Galioved, would deter irresponsible use of 
the service and go a long way to restore the inde- 
pendence of the doctor. It is also believed that this 
would give the patient a greater interest in his own 
recovery and that a small payment would be a useful 
part of therapeutic treatment. However, all are agreed 
that there should be no insurmountable financial barrier 
between any member of the community and the re- 
covery of his health. The difficulty is to decide exactly 
what is a financial barrier. 

The Government originally promised that the people 
of Britain or visitors to our ‘slands who are taken ill 
there might have any part or all of the service. How- 
ever, a patient who consults a doctor privately is not 
allowed to obtain any free drugs. He must either go 
to a state doctor as a state patient and have his drugs 
ordered on a state form, or, if he consults a doctor 
in a private capacity, he must pay for his own drugs 
which in effect means that he pays twice. This affects 
many people ‘who would like private consultation at 
their convenience or at their own home without waitin 
in a queue but who think they cannot afford an add 
burden such as payment for drugs. 

That there is a wish for private medical care is 
exemplified by the fact that there has been a great 
and rapid increase in the numbers who cover them- 
selves for private medical expenses by provident insur- 
ance schemes. The fees payable cover reasonable 
medical fees, for family doctor and specialist, and the 
cost of a private room in hospital or nursing home. 
Thus, as in your country, the family is assured of private 
medical care and treatment without hardship. 


With Regard to Family Doctors 


Among the benefits claimed for doctors is the fact 
that they receive a steady income without bad debts 
and without having to send out a large number of 
small accounts at the end of each month or quarter. 
Many feel that this is a great benefit, and as few can 
afford secretarial assistance, it benefits the wives who 
in many cases were loaded with this practical side of 
medical practice. However, the rising cost of ta 
and the falling value of money are quickly notice 
because the doctor cannot raise his fees but has to wait 
until protracted negotiations with the bureaucracy pro- 
duce—or fail to produce—a little more. 

Another claimed advantage is that group practice, 
that is, several coctors working together, has been 
encourage? and is increasing. A rota system is worked 
out for aight and weekend duties which affords more 
leisure for the doctors. They are able to leave home 
for refresher courses at rare intervals and locums are 
paid for. 

Another good point which the service was intended 
to bring about was that doctors would have more time 
for the care of the health in addition to the illnesses 
of the people. With the removal of a financial barrier 
the doctor should be able to see patients earlier in the 
course of their illness. This is true for the smaller, 
more intimate but poorly paid practices, but not for 
the larger industrial practice with a full list. One 
doctor recently wrote that people still come in late 
stages of disease saying, “I know you are so busy, so 
I did not want to bother you, doctor.” 

A doctor is allowed to be responsible for not more 
than 3500 persons (on his “list” as it is called), though 
dividing the 22,000 general practitioners into the number 
of population means that the average number per doctor 


is 2250. Many doctors feel that good medical care is. 


difficult with 3500 persons to attend, which happens in 
big industrial areas. On the other hand, in small rural 
communities a small list carries a much greater pro- 
—- of expenses, and many doctors suffer financial 
ship. 
The family doctor receives payment on a sliding 


scale depending on the number of persons on his list, 
and averages $3 per person per year. After deducting 
allowable expenses, the average doctor’s income is 
about $6800 per year before he pays tax. In addition 
to his state patient, a doctor may treat patients a ogy 
but private practice has diminished so much that it 
seldom contributes more than 1 per cent. or 2 per cent. 
to his income, and rarely as much as 5 per cent. 

Among the disadvantages are that all family doctors 
are paid on the same scale and there is no increased 
income for the better doctor. There is, therefore, a 
threat to natural incentive to improve the quality of 
medical work. The measure of success is the size of 
the list. op! feel that too many patients are needed 
on a doctor’s list to produce an adequate income. 

Many doctors would welcome an item of service pay- 
ment as affording a greater incentive than a uniform 
capitation fee which depends on the size of the list 
and not on the amount of work done. 

In a few areas family doctors have access to a small 
hospital where they can study their patients and treat 
them for minor disabilities. These are linked with 
bigger hospitals and have specialist services available. 
Unfortunately the number of hospitals available for 
this aspect of family doctor work is very small, and 
the s do not amount to more than about 1 per cent. 
of the total hospital beds of tie country. Many keen 
doctors who feel they wou'i like to follow their patients 
to the hospital and take somie part in their daily care, 
complain that they are unable to do so and that there 
is consequent loss of continuity of treatment. 

Many doctors would like to carry out small surgical 
procedures for their patients, but they receive no extra 
pay for this, and so they send many more of their 
patients to hospitals. The increase in the number of 
patients referred to hoswitals has resulted in long wait- 
ing lists especially fur the more chronic cases. 

Since the N.HLS. it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
change from one town to another, and general prac- 
titioners are excluded from all hope of promotion to 
hospital consultant. 


With Regard to Hospital Staffs 


All the hospitals, except a handful of religious and 
Masonic ones, are nationalised. This means that speci- 
alists have virtually no beds for treating patients 
except in the state hospitals. Very few of the previous 
voluntary hospitals ha y Boe 10 per cent. of their beds 
for fee-paying patients. ost, including the municipal 
hospitals, had none. Yor the wealthy, and for others 
who have been thrifty to ensure privacy and the choice 
of their specialist, a few hospitals offer a diminished 
number of private beds. Private clinics are very few, 
so most of the specialists’ income is derived from the 
Government. However, all specielists in ex-voluntary 
hospitals are now paid for work tney previously did 
for nothirg. Those in ex-municipal hospitals are paid 
the same rates as the doctors holding raore important 
positions in other hospitals. 

Many consultants believe the profession no — 
has the same influence in administering and planning 
hospital service, and complain about excessive infiltra- 
tion into hospital management by lay people. Th 
also charge that administrators attempt to run hospita 
witheut doctors, and that doctors are to a large extent 
excluded from their councils. They feel that appoint- 
ments to hospital boards tend to be political. No more 
than 25 per cent. of a hospital board cons‘sts of doctors. 
There is a tendency to hand-pick medical advice and 
for medical representation not to be elected democratic- 
ally. Members of hospital staffs have very little say 
in choosing new colleagues. 


Doctors’ Pay 


At about the time ~f the inauguration of the service 
certain reports were accepted by the Government and 
profession alike on the understanding that they formed 
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the “Magna Cartas” for the future payment of doctors, 
that medical standards should be preserved and remu- 
neration adjusted to the changing value of money. The 
politicians promised that they would carry out these 
recommendations. What happened to this promise? 
Within two or three years family doctors complained 
that the Government was underpaying them. The 
Government did not agree, but allowed an independent 
arbitrator to adjudicate, and the learned judge found 
that there should be 100 per cent. increase, and this 
was paid in 1951. Hospital doctors, who almost equal 
in numbers family doctors, also claimed an increase, 
but the shock of the family doctors’ award was so great 
that arbitration was, and still is, consistently refused. 
Although small increases have been made since, the 
value of money has diminished by about 30 per cent., 
and this increase was claimed two or three years ago. 
For months the Government took no notice, and finally 
set up a “Royal Commission” to investigate the whole 
matter. This consists entirely of non-medical men who 
are expected to report within the next few months. 


Throughout the 11 years of the service all grades of 
hospital doctors—consultants, senior residents, and in- 
terns—have only received between 55 per cent. and 65 
per cent. of what was promised. However, the number 
of consultants and specialists througkout the country 
has increased by a third, and all Lave regular pay, 
a good deal of security of tenure, and a pension at 
the age of 65. They are, of course, tied to their hospital 
duties for the proportion of the time their contract 
covers. 

In addition to this work, many have to serve on 
innumerable committees in a voluntary capacity. Many 
of the most senior and top-grade specialists have to 
spend long hours arguing with the Government, usually 
with little or no beneficial result. 


With Regard to the Hospitals 


One in five British hospitals is 100 years old and 
two out of three are 70 years old. Before World War II 
$50 million was spent a year on new hospitals and 
major extensions which represented 32 per cent. of 
hospital expenditure. In the first ten years of the 
Health Service only $30 million a year has been spent 
on improvements, and no new general or mental hos- 
pital has been built in England and Wales since before 
the war. Lack of hospital expenditure was, to some 
degree, dependent upon precarious economic conditions 
in the few years after the war, but recently the sum 
has been increased to $60 million. 

The suggestions of the profession that hospitals should 
be grouped have been adopted, and this should have led 
to an economy of man power, better experience for 
the specialist, and better care for the patient. Alas, 
this does not always come about. The state assumed 
responsibility for enough properly equipped hospital 
beds where they are needed, but in some areas it is 
more difficult to get into a hospital than before, and 
in some places there are long waiting lists. 

A number of new hospitals are now in the process 
of being built, but the British Medical Association has 
recently pressed that these should be speeded up and 
other new hospitals begun as quickly as possible. The 
Association has pointed out the need for more air 
conditioning, and more adequate facilities for sterilisa- 
tion and for recovery wards, and maintains that at least 
one-third of the beds should be replaced by new hos- 
pitals. Instead of the $100 million promised for two 
vears hence, the British Medical Association is pressing 
for $200 million per annum now. 


Drugs 


I feel sure that most of you will agree that in the 
last 25 years there have been more advances in medicine 
than in the previous 25 centuries. Many of these ad- 
vances are due to the exertions of doctors and scientists 
in our hospitals and universities, but I would be the 


first to acknowledge the enormous role which has been 
played by the scientific departments of the great phar- 
maceutical houses. Since the introduction of the health 
service the number of hospital beds has decreased by 
12 per cent., and this is, to some extent, a reflection 
of the dramatic and pleasing advances in the treatment 
of tuberculosis and other diseases. The pharmaceutical 
industry can well take pride in the part it has played 
in bringing this about. 

The pharmaceutical costs of the health service are 
nearly 10 per cent. of the total cost and have risen 
to over $160 million. At least 10 per cent. of this has 
been spent by the pharmaceutical houses on research 
work in Britain. 

Dr. J. H. Dunning in his book “American Investment 
in British Manufacturing Industry” pointed out that 
only seven of the 24 United Kingdom companies speci- 
alising in ethicals are British owned. The American 
invasion springs from the great depth of activity, wil- 
lingness to take risks and freedom over financial con- 
trols of the United States pharmaceutical industry. 

The president of one of your great pharmaceutical 
companies said, “We feel that whereas the United 
States programmes may be particularly strong in some 
areas ... our research colleagues abroad are particu- 
larly strong in complementary scientific disciplines. .. .” 
Sir Arthur Thomson recently said, “No one now ques- 
tions the value of medical treatment, and it is important 
to remember that most of the improvements have been 
derived from cultivation of basic sciences rather than 
the development of clinical methods.” 

The head of the American company also said, “But 
beyond strengths in individual scientific disciplines is 
the matter of scientific philosophies, which also differs 
—slightly but significantly. Therefore, if we can share 
not only strengths but, in addition, exchange philoso- 
phies, both the American and British research functions 
will be enriched, whether or not any specific products 
are developed.” 

American firms often employ British scientists to 
work in the United States. But some Americans are 
investing in British scientists in Britain, knowing that 
if they pick the right men results will follow. The 
Americans are pouring large sums into research and 
development. One firm alone employs over 700 in 
Britain and last year spent $12 million for this purpose. 

Successive governments, Labour and Conservative, 
are responsible through the N.H.S. cut-price policy for 
curbing the research potential of the British industry, 
and now American firms are utilising British skills. 
If cheap drugs are a political necessity, we may well 
ask if a government will make amends by allowing 
tax concessions for research or providing more money 
for research through other channels. 


Conclusions 


The basis of a successful health service can only be 
built on a sound relationship between medicine and 
the state, and it is this with which we have been 
wrestling during the first 11 years of the health service 
in Britain. As Sir Arthur Thomas has pointed out, 
“most doctors were convinced that medical reform was 
both desirable and inevitable.” They “were anxious 
lest reform should take such a shape that they forfeit 
their independence and that the ideals of medicine will 
be fost.” Most doctors are more disturbed about the 
fate of their profession and the nature of their work 
than they are about their pay. ... Social policy must 
influence practice, but it must never dominate it and 
exclude that intimate relationship between a doctor 
— patients which is essential to all good clinical 
work. 

Every nation must determine the precise relation of 
medical practice to society. The medical profession in 
my country does not wish to wreck the national health 
service. On the contrary, it is only keen, hard, ener- 
getic labour by the vast majority of practitioners that 
has made the service work and has improved it, but

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there is still much to do. It acknowledges that some 
public organisation of medical service in my country 
is necessary, but it wishes decisions on organisation 
to be removed from the realm of politics. For every 
nation there is the problem of what to do for the portion 
of the population that cannot afford to pay for full 
medical care. I feel there must be some form of in- 
surance, voluntary or compulsory, perhaps with some 
form of state aid or partnership, but I feel that those 
who can afford to look after themselves should be 
encouraged to do so. I strongly advise that, however 
much the ordinary citizen is helped financially for 
medical care, he should be assed to make some payment 
for the services he receivet. The big problem is to 
remove the fear of many that a serious illness or 
operation will be financially crippling. 

I warn you of the greatest danger of all—the bureau- 
cratic machine—which by the turning of the screw can 
do more damage to doctors and to the general welfare 
of the patients than anything else. Fortunately in 
Britain the profession is not completely nationalised, 
but a large proportion of it is, and there seems to be 
a continual struggle between our profession and the 
bureaucracy. A sound health service should be based 
on freedom for the patient and the profession. 

I think if Abraham Lincoln were here today he might 
= used words similar to those he used after Gettys- 

urg:— 

“It is for us to be dedicated to the great task before 
us, that we here highly resolve that these professions 
under God shall have a new birth of freedom, and 
that freedom of medical care and treatment of the 
people, by the people, for the people, shall not perish 
from the earth.” 

In thanking you once again for the honour you have 
done me and in inviting me to speak to you, and in 
listening to me, I am reminded of the words of that 
great American poet and author, Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
who in a speech in Manchester, gland, 112 years 
ago, said: 

“So, gentlemen, I feel in regard to this aged England 
. . . pressed upon by transitions of trade and com- 
peting populations—I see her, not dispirited, not 
weak, but well remembering that she has seen dark 
days before; indeed, with a kind of instinct that she 
sees a little better in a cloudy day, and that, in storm 
of battle and calamity, she has a secret vigour and 
a pulse like a cannon.” 


ADVERTISING OF DISPENSING SERVICES 


Should pharmaceutical chemists advertise at all? 


Should they advertise their professional services? If’ 


the answer is in the affirmative, what limitations should 
there be? 

As other professional bodies are limited by Statute 
or Regulation in regard to advertising, these are ques- 
tions which are asked frequently in pharmaceutical 
circles. 

Some years ago members of every pharmaceutical 
society in Australia received copies of a statement on 
the subject drawn up by the Federal Council of Phar- 
maceutical Societies (since disbanded) and adopted by 
the State Societies. This statement called upon mem- 
bers not to advertise professional services beyond the 
display of the words “Dispensing Chemist.” 

_It was the vogue for many years for chemists to use 
time-worn slogans and phrases such as “Accurate Dis- 
pensing,” “Purest Drugs,” etc. The use of these words 
is now frowned upon officially and considered to be 
in bad taste. The executive bodies of pharmaceutical 
a have issued statements condemning the 
publication of words or statements which infer that the 
standards or qualifications of the advertiser are superior 
to members of the profession generally. In two States 
there are Statutes which render a pharmaceutical 
chemist liable to be dealt with if he is found guilty of 


unprofessional conduct or conduct which is discreditable 
to a pharmaceutical chemist. 

Up to the present there has not been a case to test 
whether the powers contained in the Statutes could 
be applied successfully in instances where the unpro- 
fessional or discreditable conduct is a breach of an 
ethical rule relating to advertising. 

The ye yey | Committee of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain recently dealt with two com- 
plaints against corporations in relation to the adver- 
tising of dispensing services, and the Council of the 
Society afterwards published a statement in “The Phar- 
maceutical Journal” of October 24. 

One of the companies concerned published in an 
advertisement the words “Open Day and Night” and 
“Continuous 24 Hours Service for Dispensing and All 
Medical and Surgical Requirements.” The second 
company used the words “Good Friday, Easter Monday 
and Everyday” and “Always Open Day and Night.” 

In the statement issued recently by the Council of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain a state- 
ment made by the Chairman of the Statutory Com- 
mittee in 1950 is quoted. He said:— 

“Subject to certain qualifications with which I will 
deal, we accept the principle for which the Council 
have contended, namely t at least in relation to 
dispensing, pharmacy is a profession to which, so far 
as applicable, ordinary professional standards should 
be applied; that advertising is not co:apsiible with 
proper professional standards, and thax accordingly 
the advertising by pharmacists of their dispensing 
services is not consistent with proper professio 
conduct.” 

This statement was followed by three qualifying com- 
ments indicating that the standard of conduct in regard 
to advertising had not previously been recognised in 
pharmacy as in other professions; that the statement 
on matters of professional conduct issued by the Society 
was ambiguous. It stated that at the initial stage of 
the National Health Service it was desirable that a 
harmacist in the N.H.S. should be able to advertise 
is place and hours of business. 

After hearing all the eviderze in regard to the com- 
plaint before it, the Committee said that while adver- 
tising of the type quoted was in principle wrong, it 
was not misconduct in the circumstances of that time, 
but it might be in future. 

Commenting on the Committee’s finding, the state- 
ment by the Society emphasises that professional 
standards are not static, and that all pharmacists should 
observe the professional standards currently recognised. 
It added that the Statutory Committee made it clear 
that it regarded any words designed to “emphasise the 
excellence of the service offered” as “advertising of 
dispensing services.” ‘The fact that the Committee did 
not regard the advertisements in the case as mis- 
conduct which would render a pharmacist unfit to be 
on the Register should not be allowed to obscure the 
importance of the Committee’s decision as reflecting 
the development of the professional conscience. 


NO CHARGE FOR PRESCRIPTIONS 


The Government is not in favour of a charge on 
pharmaceutical prescriptions as a method of curtailing 
costs. It appears that a major factor in the increase has 
been a tendency to order supplies of medicine for one, 
two or three months. 

In two of the main centres, for example, one-third to 
one-half of all prescriptions forms dispensed include pre- 
scriptions for quantities for one month’s treatment or 
longer. A token charge might well accentuate this 
tendency. 

This was stated in the House of Representatives by the 
Minister of Health, Mr. Mason, to Mr. Rae (O., Eden), in 
a written reply to a question—“The Pharmaceutical 
Journal of New Zealand.” 
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Pharmaceutical Curriculum 
in the U.S.A. 


College Dean Discusses Expanding Courses 


Louis W. Busse, Associate Dean of the School of 
Pharmacy at the University of Wisconsin, discusses a 
variety of viewpoints in regard to the extended curri- 
culum of graduate study in schools of pharmacy in the 
United States of America—an article published in a 
recent edition of “The American Journal of Pharma- 
ceutical Education.” Some of his answers are infor- 
mative and are of special interest in view of the changes 
on pharmaceutical education in Australia. For that 
reason they are worthy of consideration. 

Will the more advanced course, the higher entrance 
qualification, the greater cost, deter too many prospec- 
tive students from enrolling in pharmacy? These ques- 
tions are being asked and the general opinion is that the 
increased status of the graduate will tend to encourage 
enrolments, rather than to discourage them. Mr. Busse 
asserts that in the U.S.A. frequently heard criticisms of 
the extended curriculum are founded upon the time 
factor and the discouraging influence this would have 
on a student desiring to enter for the pharmacy course. 

He agrees that it is possible to lengthen the time 
of training to a point at which a number of likely 
candidates would be discouraged from entering upon 
the programme. His belief is that in the U.S.A., with 
a five-year course, they have not reached such a point. 
He gives particulars of times required for qualifying 
in the various Degrees at various teaching institutions 
to illustrate his point that length of time factor in 
itself is not necessarily a deterrent to one desirous of 
going on for graduate study. 

An interesting highlight on reasons for’ requiring 
the longer course is provided. The author of the article 
states positively that the primary reason for the longer 
period spent in the graduate school by pharmacy stu- 
dents is their relatively weak training in the Degree 
Science area such as chemistry, physics and mathe- 
matics. As a result of this he asserts that two years of 
graduate study are spent completing the required basic 
course work. This, then, is followed by two years of 
intensive research training to prepare adequately those 
students for the responsibilities they would be expected 
to assume in their careers. 

The cost to the student is also discussed and the 
author expresses the opinion that the total length of 
time in undergraduate and graduate study would be 
comparable in both the four-year and the five-year 
curriculum, if the extended curriculum is designed cor- 
rectly. The only real increase in cost to the student 
then would be to the student stopping at the profes- 
sional degree. 

Apparently, in the U.S., finance for graduate studies 
is not a problem to many students. For those pro- 
ceeding to higher courses we are told that sufficient 
fellowship monies are available from the National 
Science Foundation, the National Institution of Health, 
the American Foundation for Pharmaceutical Education 
and the pharmaceutical industry to finance all the 
qualified students. 

Mr. Busse does not believe the factor of increased 
cost to the student has a basis in fact and that it will 
not be an influence in his decision whether or not to 
go on to graduate work. 

Another aspect dealt with is the degree of attractive- 
ness of pharmaceutical practice. Reference is made to 
the fact that many students return to a graduate school 


because of dissatisfaction with the practice of the pro- 
fession, although this number is a relatively small per- 
centage of the total graduate enrolment. 

The point is made that the long range effect of the 
extended curriculum would be one of increased profes- 
sional competence in the graduates. In process of time 
THEY would be responsible for the improvement in 
professional practice which would occur and which 
undoubtedly would result in improved economic reward 
for our professional people. 

The disadvantages of forcing students too early in their 
course to elect a specialised branch of training which 
they should elect to take are emphasised. This is a 
point which we in this country have often discussed. 
In this article it is stated that there is a danger that in 
many instances of curriculum planning the decision as 
to which option a student will choose will be forced on 
him in the first professional year, as it is at present. 
Secondly, there was the objection that the basic science 
requirements of the professional options generaliy 
would be made markedly inferior to those of the 
graduate study option. After developing the discussion 
of this aspect the author states his conclusions. They 
are as follows: 

“The two basic premises of such a curriculum are: 
firstly, it must ensure that the professional curriculum 
is not inferior in its basic science requirements to those 
of the other pharmaceutical options, and secondly, it 
should give the student the greatest possible time in his 
university career before he has to decide which branch 
of pharmacy such as hospital, community, industrial 
practices or research he proposes to follow.” 

The importance of elevating the curriclum for general 
professional practice to a standard equal to that of those 
in other specialised branches of the profession is under- 
lined. Firstly, it is pointed out that the professional 
curriculum should not be weaker in its basic science re- 
quirements than the course for other branches. The 
reason given is that the complexity of modern drugs 


‘and pharmaceutical systems demand a good training in 


the basic sciences for its comprehension. 

Looking to the future the writer believes that the use 
of these systems will become more and more complex 
as knowledge of them increases and as standards for 
the quality of pharmaceutical products become more 
rigid. The conclusion is that we should be educating 
our professional people for the practice of the future, 
as well as the present. 

The curriculum which will prepare our professional 
students for these eventualities would not be over- 
crowded with applied professional courses at the ex- 
pense of basic science courses, but would contain a 
sufficient amount of the latter to ensure comprehension 
of essential applied material. 

The concluding paragraph of the article is worthy of 
reprinting. 

“I would strongly urge each and every school to re- 
assess the design of their curricula for the extended 
program in order to determine if they do permit all 
students the opportunity to combine proféssional train- 
ing with preparation for graduate study. If they don’t, 
I would urge all of you to take another look with a mind 
to rearranging them to permit this symbiosis and so 
benefit pharmacy in all its ramifications.”

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Medical Uses of the Allium Family 
Through the Ages 


By Frank A. King 


Ill.—Garlic—from Sacred Bulb to “Devil's Mustard.” 


Whether or not the onion was sacred in ancient Egypt, 
tne garlic, Herodotus says, was the daily fare of the 
Egyptian labourer. 

Garlic (Allium sativum) is described as a bulbous plant, 
having an erect stem, flat, narrow and pointed leaves, 
with usually a number of small, whitish-pinkish bulbs 
mixed among the flowers, and constituting what are 
called the “cloves” of the garlic. Some kinds produce 
beautiful flowers. 

This plant grows wild, with great luxuriance, in several 
countries, and especially in Egypt. There are several 
refences to the root in the Old Testament. It-is men- 
tioned as an Egyptian product (Numbers, XI, 5); whilst 
Herodotus (II, 125) tells us that the quantity of garlic 
given to the workmen, together with other vegetables, 
was inscribed on the Great Pyramid. Discorides informs 
us that it both grew and was worshipped in Egypt. 


However, Heselquist affirms that the garlic used in 
Egypt was brought from the islands of the Archipelago, 
and that another plant is meant by the word which is 
rendered as “garlic” in the English version of the Bible. 


In Europe, it is grown in gardens, but its root is con- 
sidered scarcely worth the trouble of cultivation; con- 
sequently, it runs wild in the meadows, where it is some- 
times found very troublesome, imparting a disagreeable 
flavour to the milk of cattle that feed upon it. 

Garlic was a great favourite with the ancients. Homer 
made Nestor serve it up at the entertainment he gave to 
Machaon. The common people of the ancient Greeks 
and Romans were very fond of garlic. Notwithstanding 
its powerful odour, it is still relished very much in some 
countries, and it is believed to be very wholesome. 

The herbalist uses the bulb, and its action is described 
as being diaphoretic, diuretic and expectorant. Garlic 
juice is made into a syrup with honey or sugar and given 
with beneficial results in coughs, colds and asthma. The 
dose of the juice is from ten to thirty drops; the dose 
of the syrup is one drachm; the dose of the tincture is 
from one-half to one drachm. The distinctive character 
of the garlic bulb is said to be compound, containing, be- 
tween membranous scales, a number of smaller bulbs or 
“cloves.” The taste is like that of onions, but much 
stronger. 

Horace thought that garlic was a fit poison for anybody 
who committed parricide. 

It will be remembered that, in the “Arabian Nights,” 
the purveyor for the Sultan of Casgar tells the story of a 
man who lost his thumbs and great-toes through eatin 
garlic. This was a youth who had married a beautifu 
bride, but on his marriage-day was unfortunate enough 
to eat a dish strongly flavoured with garlic. The lady 
was so annoyed that she ordered the bridegroom to be 
bound and his thumbs and toes cut off, as punishment 
for presuming to come to her without first purifying his 
fingers. Ever afterwards the unfortunate husband always 
washed his hands one hundred and twenty times with 
alkali, after dining off a garlic ragout, for, of course, he 
did not use a fork. 

However, if he had known the recipe of Menander 
the Greek he might have saved his fingers and toes. This 
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was to roast beetroot on hot embers for the removal of 
the odour of garlic. 

The old herbalist, Gerarde, has no great opinion of 
the medicinal properties of the members of the Allium 
tribe. He wrote most disparagingly of both leeks and 
garlic as “yielding to the body no nourishment at all,” 
but “ingendereth naughty and sharpe bloud.” 

However, some of the other Elizabethan herbalists 
treat it more kindly, and some ascribe almost every vir- 
tue to garlic and onions. Garlic came to be known as the 
“Poor Man’s Treacle,” and in some old works it is often 
thus described. But the word treacle has no reference 
to molasses, and is probably derived from the Greek 
word theriakos, meaning venomous, for garlic was 
regarded as an antidote against poison, and as a remedy 
for the plague. 

Long ago Pliny wrote of garlic as a remedy for many 
of the mental and physical ailments of the country people. 

By the ancient Romans it was used to drive away 
snakes, and they seem to have adopted this idea from 
the Greeks. One old English writer recommended it as 
a capital thing with which to frighten away birds from 
fruit-trees. At the commencement of this century it was 
still being recommended, in solution, as the best preser- 
vative for picture frames from the defilement of flies. 

Francis Bacon, who may have been Shakespeare or the 
son of the first Elizabeth of England, gravely tells of a 
man who lived for several days on the smell of onions 
and garlic alone. There was also an old belief that garlic 
would extract all the power from a loadstone or magnet. 

In the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries there was 
a famous ointment called “Devil’s Mustard,” which was 
supposed to cure cancer, remove tumours and many 
other growths. It was a compound of garlic and olive 
oil, and had a smell which was enough to frighten any 
disease—or else create one. Maybe it frightened away 
the devil himself! 

About the same period the fair ladies had a favourite 
cosmetic for the hands and face, and one which was 
also used as an antiseptic, which was composed mainly 
of garlic. 

It is said that in India, where dyspepsia is common, 
garlic is found to be a great palliative. It is in many 
countries regarded as a sure antidote against contagion, 
and persons have been known to put a small piece in 
the mouth before approaching the bed of a fever-stricken 

atient. Whether is has any real virtue of the kind may 
be doubted, but it may be like some so-called disinfect- 
ants—has the power to kill one bad smell by another! 

There are numerous references to garlic, onions and 
leeks in “The Talmud.” The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, in his 
“Everyman’s Talmud,” includes a chapter dealing with 
“The Physical Life,” in which, as throughout this inter- 
esting book, he provides a commentary upon various 
quotations from the many sections. He says (p. 249): 


“Some vegetables are recommended as more beneficial 
than others.... ‘Five things are said of garlic: it satis- 
fies, warms the body, makes the face shine, increases - 
seminal fluid, and kills tapeworms. Some adds that it 
fosters love and drives away enmity’ (B.K. 82a) by the 
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feeling of comfort it engenders. ‘Radish is an elixir of 
life’ b. 56a), but ‘one should eat onions because 
of the pungent fluid they contain’ (ibid. 29b).” 


On the next page (p. 250) he observes: 

“To overcome the injurious consequences of eating cer- 
tain vegetables the following is advised: ‘To nullify the 
harmful effects of lettuce eat radishes; to nullify the 
harmful effects of radishes eat leeks; to nullify the harm- 
ful effects of leeks drink hot water; to nullify the 
harmful effects of all vegetables drink hot water’ (Pes. 
116a).” 

“It is dangerous to leave foodstuffs exposed overnight. 
‘Who eats peeled garlic or peeled onions or shelled eggs 
or drinks diluted liquors, any of which had been exposed 
overnight, forfeits his life and his blood is on his own 
head’ (Nid. 17a).” 

Amongst remedies for all types of troubles he gives the 
following simple remedy (p. 255): 

“For toothache take a plant of garlic which has onlv 
one head, rub it with oil and salt, place is upon the 
thumb-nail on the side where the tooth aches, and sur- 
round it with a rim of dough, taking care that the gar- 
= does not touch the flesh, lest it produce leprosy’ (Git. 

a).” 

And amongst a number of remedies for earache in- 
cludes the following instructions (p. 257): 

“ .. fill the ear with oil, make seven threads of grass, 
and take a stalk of garlic, put a white thread round one 
end and set it alight; insert the other end in the ear and 
draw the ear close to the flame. He must be careful to 
keep the ear out of the draught. Having finished one 
thread, he uses the others in turn .. .” (A.Z. 28b).”

PHENELZINE is the Approved Name recently adopted by the British Pharmacopoeia Commission for a new anti- 
depressant drug (psychic energiser) which is a monoamine oxidase inhibitor (M.A.O.); an inhibitor of the enzyme 
which destroys serotonin. M.A.O. is the enzyme involved in the metabolism of adrenaline, nor-adrenaline, sero- 
tonin and other physiologically active amines. The drugs are C.N.S. stimulants, although their actions differ in a 
number of respects from those of amphetamine. The structural formula of Phenelzine is as follows: 


H.SO, 


Phenelzine (8-phenethylhydrazine) dihydrogen sulphate. 


Action: Serotonin is believed to act in the brain as a chemical mediator, the function of which is to control the 
pulsating action of the cells which supply the nerve tissue with nutrient materials and oxygen. The pulsation of 
these nutrient controlling cells is directly proportional to the amount of serotonin which is present. The destruc- 
tion of serotonin is carried out by monoamine oxidase. Therefore, the administration of a monoamine oxidase in- 
hibitor such as Phenelzine protects serotonin and allows its concentration and activity to develop. It has been 
postulated that a relative serotonin deficiency may underlie true depression. As a result of serotonin build-up the 
nutrient cell activity, and finally the nutrition and oxygenation of the nerve cells themselves, is increased. Thus 
the brain can function more efficiently and can also perform for longer periods of time without fatigue. 


The enzyme monoamine oxidase is found in several areas of the body, especially the nervous system and the 
liver. Phenelzine preferentially inhibits the enzyme in the brain, and acts to a lesser extent in the liver than 


iproniazid, and passes the blood brain barrier quite readily.

An earlier drug in the M.A.O. group is the isopropyl derivative of Isoniazid, i.e., IPRONIAZID (Marsilid), which, 
however, is rather too toxic for general use, but still is a useful drug in the hands of the specialist or psychiatrist. 


Other M.A.O. inhibitors available overseas invlude ISOCARBOXAZID (Marplan) and Catron, Ditran and Niamid.

T. H. HUXLEY: SCIENTIST. HUMANIST AND 
EDUCATOR 


By Cyril ree pp. 330 + 16 illustrations. Forewords 
by Sir Julian Huxley and Aldous Huxley. London: 
Watts. Price (in Australia) 37/3. 


The year 1959 was the centenary of the publication of 
Darwin’s Origin of Species, consequently during the 
past year many meetings of learned societies and much 
space in the journals have been devoted to Darwinism, 
and the effects of evolutionary theory on the organisa- 
tion, progress and presentation of biology. It is there- 
fore most timely and stimulating that Dr. Bibby has 
written this book and published it during 1959, for it is 
generally conceded that T. H. Huxley was the ablest 
exponent and populariser of the theory of Natural Selec- 
tion. In his day he was often referred to as “Darwin's 


Bulldog.” 


The author, Dr. Bibby, was a successful teacher of 
biology, but for some years he has been a lecturer at 
the Institute of Education, University of London. He 
has devoted some seven years to the study of Huxley, 
his books and his numerous addresses. He is obviously 
greatly attracted to Huxley as educationist, and regards 
him as the greatest scientific humanist of recent times. 


Bibby’s book is not a biography arranged on the con- 
ventional chronological plan. It is rather a series of 
articles dealing in turn with Huxley’s major interests, 
enthusiasms and achievements. In this way it loses 
something in continuity, but it does focus attention on 
the remarkable abilities and accomplishments of this 
very outstandi Victorian scientist, biologist and 
teacher, who influenced 19th century education more 
than any of his contemporaries. 


Huxley was born at Ealing (London) 1825; he died 
at Eastbourne 1895. He received a medical education 
at the Charing Cross Hospital and qualified 1845. In 
1846 he was appointed assistant-surgeon in the Navy, 
and accompanied H.M.S. “Rattlesnake” on its survey 
of the Great Barrier Reef and Torres Strait. On this 
expedition (1846-50) he worked on the biology and 
anatomy of marine organisms, and sent many original 
and arresting papers back to England. For this work 
he was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society (London). 
hed in Sydney he met and became engaged to Nettie 

eathorn. 


In 1854 he was appointed to a lectureship at the Jerm 
Street (London) School of Mines. For the remainder 
of his life he taught in London, and his influence grew 
steadily until he was the s head of the movement 
for educational reform and the extension of science 
teaching. 


In 1855 Miss Heathorn arrived in London and they 
were married. Then followed their lo and happy 
penoeee. They had eight children. is wife, who 

cd come to London an invalid, outlived him by several 
years. 


Looking back it is difficult to pinpoint the explanation 
of his extraordinary and continued success and influence. 


_He was a “born” teacher, lucid, enthusiastic, viva- 
cious, original, happy in his choice of illustrations, 
most skilful at the blackboard and the bench. In addi- 


One feels that over and above all this it was his per- 


sonality, his complete efficiency in handling men and 
committees, and his obvious integrity that attracted sup- 
porters and held their allegiance for life. Here are but 
two examples, from an almost unlimited list, of the deep 
impression he made. The first is Edward Clodd, ardent 
evolutionist, who knew most of the famous men of his 
day. He wrote: “It was worth being born to have known 
Huxley. I loved the man and do honour to his memory 
on this side idolatry as much as any. To the intellec- 
tual nutriment and stimulus with which he enriched all 
who enjoyed his friendship there was the added attrac- 
tion of a delightful personality.” Clodd wrote a small 
book, Thomas Henry Huxley (1902), and George Gissing, 
acknowledging a copy from the author, said: “Huxley 
did to a wonderful extent let in the light and let us 
be grateful that such a man, standing in the name of 
science, stood no less in that of literature. It is this 
remarkable combination of wers which makes his 
work so entirely beneficent. The plainest of plain men 
can read him with instruction, the finest of lettered folk 
can read him with delight.” 


The second example is H. G. Wells, who was a student 
under Huxley in the South Kensington days. Wells 
wrote: “That year I spent in Huxley’s class was beyond 
all question the most educational year in my life. It 
left me under that urgency for coherence and consis- 
tency, that repugnance from haphazard assumptions 
and arbitrary statements, which is the essential distinc- 
tion of the educated from the uneducated mind.” 


In some of Wells’ earlier novels, for example, Ann 
Veronica and Love and Mr. Lewisham, one glimpses 
biology in action on the Huxley plan. 


Huxley remained faithful to London, and declined 
many attractive positions, at Oxford, Edinburgh and in 
the U.S.A. (where he was guaranteed £10,000 per annum 
as consultant to certain universities). 


Even in a book it is difficult to do justice to all that 
Huxley did for science, for education and for complete 
freedom in academic matters. In a review one can only 
hint at some of his achievements. 


When Huxley went to the School of Mines (in Jermyn 
Street) it was but a small school. He built it up into 
an important institution, which outgrew its site. He 
then engineered its transfer to South Kensington, and 
its incorporation into a Royal College of Science. Sub- 
sequently he outlined the plan for the development from 
this of the Imperial College of Science. 


He had an important part in the Education Act 1870, 
and became the outstanding and influential member of 
the London School Board. He was Governor of <a 
Rector of the University of cn weeny | Principal 
South London Working Men's College, Hunterian Pro- 
fessor of the Royal College of Surgeons. 


It was his organising ability and knack in handlin 
committees that made it possible to unite a group o 
colleges into the federal University of London and raise 
that University from an examining body into a great 
teaching and research institute. 

To the reviewer it ap that perhaps his grestont 
gift was in recognising the right men for 4 University 
posts and in ensuring that they were appointed. A few 
examples come to mind: 

Burdon-Sanderson (Physiology), first to a Jodrell 
Professorship at University College, London, and later 
to the Waynflete Professorship at Oxford. 

Ray Lankester (Zoology and Comparative Anatomy), 
first to Oxford and later to London. 

Michael Foster (Physiology) to Cambridge. Probably 
the test influence in promoting modern science at 
Cambridge. 

Francis Balfour (Animal Morphology and Embry- 
ology) to Cambridge. 
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H. N. Martin (Biology) to Johns Hopkins, U.S.A.; and 
T. J. Parker (Zoology) to the University of Otago, 
New Zealand. (This is Parker of “Parker and Haswell” 
textbook fame.) 

At this present day two of his pronouncements seem 
very modern. In 1867 he was fighting for the introduc- 
tion of representative science subjects into the curricu- 
lum of secondary schools and at the universities. Today 
we are waking up to the need for more science and more 
technology. A warning by Huxley to Dean Farrar 
may have present-day application. He wrote: “While 
victory will be to our side, yet we or our sons will live 
to see all the stupidity in favour of science, and I am 
not sure that that will not be harder to bear than the 
present state of things.” 


In 1865 Huxley was advocating the admission of women 
students to science and medical schools. Today it is 
being urged that girls should have mathematics and 
science more liberally and more efficiently in the sec- 
ondary schools, so that they may take their place in 
the Scientific Revolution. 


It is interesting to recall Huxley’s words in his 1865 
address, Emancipation—Black and White: 


“Emancipate the girls. Recognise the fact that they 
share the senses, perceptions, feelings, reasoning powers, 
emotions of boys, and that the mind of the average 
girl is less different from that of the average boy than 
the mind of one boy is from that of another; so that 
whatever argument justifies a given education for boys 
justifies its application to girls as well. So far from 
imposing artificial restrictions upon the acquirement 
of knowledge by women, throw every facility in their 
way. ... Let us have ‘sweet girl graduates’ by all 
means. They will be none the less sweet for a little 
wisdom; and the ‘golden hair’ will not curl less grace- 
a outside the head by reason of there being brains 
within.” 

Huxley was a master of apt expression and forthright 
statement. Here are a few examples:— 


“Scientific advance depends above all on freedom of 
thought and intellectual integrity.” 

“Practice can be learned only by practice.” 

“No personal habit more surely degrades the con- 
science and the intellect than blind and unhesitating 
obedience to unlimited authority.” 


“Examining is an art and a difficult one, which, like 
any other art, has to be learned.” 

“Authorities, disciples and schools are the curse of 
science and do more to interfere with the work of 
scientific spirits than all its enemies.” 

In education, buildings are not all. “Administrators 
of educational funds have sometimes built a palace and 
called it a university.” 


“Wherever good work is done, there is a university.” 


“A man of science may earn great distinction, but 
not bread. He will get invitations to all sorts of dinners 
but not enough income to pay his cab fare” (1854). 


(But by 1876 Huxley’s income was something beyond 
£3000, which in those days would provide a little bread 
and an occasional cab-fare.) 


The book under review is fortunate in its two graceful 
and characteristic forewords by Huxley’s two grand- 
sons, Julian and Aldous. ‘ 


Julian writes: “Dr. Bibby has devoted most of his 
book to a consideration of Huxley’s role as scientific 
humanist and educator. And from it I have gained a 
new insight into his character and his work, and am 
more than ever amazed by the range of his interests, his 
capacities and his achievements. It shows him as an 
outstanding figure in nineteenth century thought, and 
one who left a permanent mark on the world’s scientific 
and educational structure. He must have been endowed 
with a highly improbable combination of genes, and 
he certainly made good use of the endowment... . I am 
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personally grateful to Dr. Bibby for making me more 
than ever proud of being the grandson of T. H. Huxley, 
and I commend nis book as a valuable study of a great 
human figure.” 


So much for Julian on his grandfather. What about 
T.H. on Julian? When Julian was about six the old 
man is reported to have said: “I like that chap! I like 
the way he looks you straight in the face and disobeys 
you.” 

This is a book that can be recommended to those in- 
terested in biology or education, and to that te 
number that admire an indomitable fighter.—A.

“Darwin and the Darwinian Revolution.” Gertrude 
Himmelfarb. Chatto and Windus Ltd., London, 1959, 
pp. ix, 422. Aust price, 62/-. 


After four years of research, Dr. Himmelfarb has 
produced a highly comprehensive and critical study of 
Darwin and his work. 


In tracing the childhood and youth of the scientist she 
gives an illuminating picture not only of family life 
at that time, but also of an educational system in which 
public school curricula consisted almost entirely of 
Greek and Latin, and scientific chairs at the University 
were often held by men with little or no scientific 


background. 


Darwin’s life is traced from childhood through Uni- 
versity and his preparation for the ministry, his voyage 
on the “Beagle,” his return and marriage and then his 
life of invalidism which, “isolating him with his work,” 
resulted in the publication of his books, starting with 
the Journal in 1939, followed by three books on Geology 
and, most important, his “Origin of Species,” and then 
two volumes of the “Variation” and his “The Descent 
of Man.” 


The voyage on the “Beagle” is dealt with fully, since 
material found during this journey later helped to sub- 
stantiate in Darwin’s mind the theory which he then 
propounded in the “Origin of Species.” Dr. Himmelfarb 
1s, however, careful to point out that while on the 

“Beagle,” if Darwin ever found himself thinking of the 
problem of species it was to confirm his original im- 
pression that species being immutable had originated in 
special acts of creation. 


What, then, caused Darwin to change his beliefs? By 
a close reconstruction of the facts obtained from her 
detailed research, Dr. Himmelfarb traces the origin and 
development of Darwin’s views and correlates them at 
each stage with existing opinions. She attempts to 
determine the extent to which his predecessors and 
contemporaries influenced his thinking and shows the 
genesis of his theory, what he intended it to mean, 
what it was taken to mean by his readers, and what 
it did in fact mean and imply. 


Most important and of great interest is the author's 
comprehensive analysis of the theory and of Darwinism 
and its significance in religion, politics and society, and 
finally her consideration of the Darwinian revolution. 


The amount of research that has gone into this work 
is shown by the many quotations and extracts used, 
the references of all of which are given, and the 
reader is left not only with a deeper insight into the 
life and work of Darwin, but a greater regard for the 
enormity of his achievement, since Dr. Himmelfarb 
shows quite clearly that “even though the originality of 
his theory might be doubted and though critics would 
deny its truth, yet it was revolutionary in effect.” 


All students should appreciate the material embodied 
in this book and the clarity and learning with which 
it is written.—D.A.N.

REPORT FROM JOHN CURTIN SCHOOL OF 
MEDICAL RESEARCH FOR 1958 


We are indebted to the Dean of the Australian Na- 
tional University, Canberra, for a copy of the report for 
1958 of the John Curtin School of Medical Research, 
which forms part of the Australian National University. 


The School was officially opened on March 27, 1958, 
by Sir Howard Florey, F.R.S., in the presence of the 
Prime Minister, the Hon. R. G. Menzies, C.H., Q.C. The 
report indicates that only slight increases in the staff of 
certain departments have taken place and that the 
most significant developments have been in the De- 
partment of Experimental toe go | and in the creation 
of a Department of Physical Biochemistry. Dr. F. C. 
Cortice, F.A.A., formerly Director of the Kanematsu 
Institute of Pathology, Royal Sydney Hospital, was 
—— to the Chair of Experimental Pathology, and 
will continue to develop his own research interests in 
problems of lymph flow and cardio-vascular disease. 


The report suggests that a particularly satisfactory 
outcome of the occupation of the new building has been 
an opportunity for expanding the number of students 
and visiting research workers. Both had increased ap- 
preciably and in the former group were nearing maxi- 
mum levels in at least three departments—Biochemistry, 
Microbiology and Physiology. 


Individual reports from the Department of Bio- 
chemistry, Experimental Pathology, Medical Chemistry, 
Microbiology, Physiology and Biological Inorganic Che- 
mistry are incorporated.

TEST PRESCRIPTIONS UNDER THE NATIONAL 
HEALTH ACT 


Sir,—I refer to your article, November issue “A.J.P.,” 
Pens Prescriptions Under the National Health Service 


Most pharmacists will marvel as to why the Federal 
Council of the Guild in conference with the Minister 
did NOT demand and insist on a clarification of this 
Gilbertian (or rhaps Metcalvian) situation by an 
amendment of the Act. Some 2900 years ago, Julius 


Cesar, speaking on the conduct of Cicero in the Catiline 
Conspirators’ Case, remarked that “lesser illegalities 


enforcement. 


beget greater illegalities.” The Government should not 
resort to legalised forgery for the purposes of law 


This writer recalls a written reply by Senator Mc- 
Kenna, then the Minister for Health. Senator McKenna 
had been asked the reason for the very harsh penalty 
clauses in the original Pharmaceutical Benefits Act. He 
replied that the Guild leaders had not at any time pro- 
tested against them to him. 


Admittedly, a great deal of public money is, and will 
be, disbursed by pharmacists under the National Health 
Act. Audit checks will be necessary, but the honesty 
and efficiency of bank officers is not determined by pre- 
senting to them forged cheques or documents. 


The present system of inspection and sampling should 
be ended and replaced by a system of audited accounts 
similar to that in financial and other institutions. One 
method (there may be others) is to require all whole- 


salers to invoice all National Health Service products - 


in duplicate, one copy being lodged monthly by the 
pharmacist with his claim. A slight percentage mark-up 
in the price paid would amply cover this extra expense 
to wholesalers. 


This system should be devised by the Auditor-General 
and, if necessary, after consultation with the Bureau 
of Census and Statistics. Health Department officers 
should have nothing to do with the evaluation and inter- 
pretation of such statistics. 


The function of inspection pharmacists should be 
strictly pharmaceutical and matters pertaining to the 
medical profession requiring inspection should be carried 
out by inspection physicians. Thus any potential fric- 
tion between medicine and pharmacy would be overcome. 


Sampling should be regarded as administrative and 
not a potentially punitive operation. Samples for testing 
could be taken from any dispensed préscriptions in the 
pharmacy at the time of the visit of the inspector. 


If the Guild does not act to rehabilitate the legal status 
of pharmacists generally, I foresee a gradual decline 
in the intake to the profession, trade or craft, whichever 
you regard it; since by implication every pharmacist is 
now potentially suspect of a crime. 


This writer understood that any authorised pharmacist 
had the right to appeal to the courts from the Minister’s 
decision in any matter in dispute. Has the Federal 
Council allowed the abolition of this right without 
protest? 

The Victorian Pharmacy Board and the Council of the 
Pharmaceutical Society should seriously consider asking 
the Premier of the State of Victoria to approach the 
High Court at their relation to test this matter which 
seriously affects State jurisdiction in matters of drug 
control. 


This writer believes that the Royal Marriages Act of 
George III, which permits certain privileged males to 
commit bigamy once, is the only piece of legislation com- 
parable to Section 104E of the National Health Service

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A PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMIST’S 
RESPONSIBILITY 


The responsibility of a pharmaceutical chemist for 
querying and checking a dose of a medicament ordered 
in a prescription when doubts as to safety arise was high- 
lighted in a recent English case. 

The coroner was inquiring into the death of Mrs. 
Amelia Jones at an inquest at Romford, in Essex, on 
November 16, and it seemed to be established beyond 
doubt that death was caused by an excessive dose of 
amphetamine sulphate. 

The pathologist at Whiffs Cross Hospital testified that 
he found 18 mgm. of amphetamine sulphate in the 
stomach and lungs. He told the coroner that the normal 
therapeutic dose would be 5 or 10 mgm., but 10 mgm. 
had been known to be fatal. It would be fair, however, 
to state that there had been cases in which 325 mgm. 
had been taken and the victims had recovered. The 
drug was variable in its effect. 

The prescriber, Dr. V. C. Storey, said Mrs. Jones con- 
sulted him concerning a pain in the left buttock and he 
diagnosed the pain as purely muscular. He identified 
the prescription the coroner showed him. He normally 
prescribed 3 mgm. of amphetamine. In this case he 
put 3 grs. He was horrified when he saw the prescrip- 
tion at the chemist’s shop. His mistake was absolutely 
inadvertent. It was a slip of the pen. In reply to the 
coroner, Dr. Storey said that in normal procedure, where 
a doctor had made an obvious error, the chemist would 
telephone him, pointing it out. 

The doctor said he had asked the chemist in this case 
why he had dispensed the prescription, and he replied 
that he had been very busy that morning. The doctor 
said he got the impression that it did not strike the 
chemist that it was a grossly exaggerated dose. The 
chemist concerned, a Mr. McDonna, told the coroner 
that he was solely in the dispensary,on the morning in 
question and had with him one unqualified dispenser 
who had been employed there some time. When he 
first saw the prescription it did not suggest anything 
to him. He had usually seen amphetamine made up in 
5-mgm. tablets. He did not know the normal dose. 
There were so many doses to remember. 

He had never had it prescribed before in powder form. 
Dr. Storey’s writing was particularly bad, and he had 
great difficulty in deciphering it. He agreed that if an 
exceptionally high dose was written it was his legal duty 
as a pharmaceutical chemist to telephone a doctor. He 
had on occasions telephoned Dr. Storey with regard to 
a prescription. Mr. Bax, legal representative for Mr. 
McDonna, interjected that, while this was advised prac- 
tice, it was not necessarily on the statute. 

The coroner said he was only inquiring. He did not 
want to tread on the corns of any other court that might 
consider the matter 

Further questioned by the coroner, Mr. McDonna said 
that in 35 years this was the first mistake he had made 
in that direction.

cane up, the coroner said the circumstances were 
perfectly clear. There was not the slightest doubt that 
this unfortunate woman had died from a very great 
overdose of amphetamine sulphate. There had been a 
double error. The doctor had a lapse in prescribing the 
drug quantity, and a very experienced pharmaceutical 
chemist, who had never dispensed the drug in powder 
form before and was not particularly well acquainted 
with it, dispensed the prescription which, as he thought, 
had been accurately written by the doctor. 

The woman died of cerebral haemorrhage, following an 
overdose of amphetamine, and he would record a verdict 
of accidental death. 
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Young pigs frequently become infected during the 
suckling period with mange from sows which are not 
showing very obvious signs of the disease, but which 
are nevertheless infected. The mange mite quickly 
establishes itself in the soft skin of young pigs, and 
the condition appears as a scaliness and scurfiness of 
the skin, particularly round the butt of the tail and 
on the backs of the ears. In severe infestations, young 
pigs suffer a check and fail to grow unless the condition 
is treated. 

Mange causes severe irritation of the skin, and the 
pig is seen continually scratching. The condition may 
be confused with pig lice, but the pig louse is so large 
that it is readily seen by the naked eye if present. 
The scratching and rubbing can severely damage the 
skin, leading to bare and bleeding areas. Scabs and 
crusts form over the chafed skin, and the whole of the 
pig’s hide may have an appearance of dryness and 
ill-health. The parasite cannot live long away from 
the host and is spread directly from pig to pig. 

The condition is treated relatively easily, and the 
same treatment is also effective for the control of pig 
lice. The pigs should be penned up and packed in 
fairly close together. They can then be sprayed with 
a preparation such as benezene-hexachloride or DDT. 
Where there is severe crusting and inflammation of the 
skin, a repeat dressing in a week’s time may be neces- 
sary to clear up the condition.

STRANGLES IN HORSES 


Strangles is an abscess condition of the glands of 
the throat in horses. The disease is highly infectious 
and is caused by a particular organism which only 
seems to affect horses, donkeys and mules. 

Infection is believed to occur by inhalation of droplets 
which are coughed or sneezed by the horses. It can 
also occur by the swallowing of infected material. The 
most serious outbreaks occur when large numbers of 
horses are gathered together in the one place. 

The infected animal runs a high temperature, the 
coat appears rough and stary, the eye injected, and 
the horse is off its feed. Quite often there is a severe 
infection of the larynx and pharynx leading to cough- 
ing. There may also be a thick nasal discharge. As 
the disease progresses, abscesses develop in the glands 
under the throat, and these abscesses often burst and 
discharge large quantities of thick pus. The horse may 
have difficulty in breathing and even in drinking water. 
It usually refuses to eat until the condition improves. 

Strangles can be treated with antibiotics, and local 
fomentation of the abscess condition will lead to early 
pointing and draining. The disease can now be pre- 
vented by vaccination, and anyone who intends to 
handle large numbers of young horses together would 
be well advised to arrange to have them vaccinated 
before they are brought in for handling. :

Christmas Spending 


The traditional spending spree of the British public 
during the week immediately before Christmas was 
bigger than ever this year and as far as your corre- 
spondent can judge, pharmacists received their fair 
share of custom. In London and the suburbs Christmas 
Eve is generally the best day of the year for over-the- 
counter sales, and indeed the cash register showings on 
that day equalled a full week’s turnover twenty years 
ago. Of course, part of this cash influx is Purchase Tax, 
but nevertheless, takings were high. 


Since the last Newsletter was written, your corre- 
spondent has had an opportunity of visiting the largest 

aymacy self-service store in Britain, that of Boots in 
Disttingken. The sales area occupies a ground and 
upper floor, and at each counter there is a till and 
attendant cashier, consequently there are no real check- 
out points which delay the public in the self-service 
grocery. Access between the floors is by elevator, 
stairway or escalator, the latter being two-way. In 
the pharmacy department only were assistants behind a 
counter, all other goods are on island or wall display 
stands. Your correspondent has strong reason to believe 
that the foundations of a very good dispensing business 
have already been laid. Boots has many branches in 
Birmingham, including one which gives a 24-hour dis- 
pensing service, and is relatively close to the self- 
service store. 


Death of Assistant Secretary 


The Assistant Secretary of the Pharmaceutical Society, 
Mr. A. J. Plowright, F.P.S., who was well known through- 
out Great Britain and to visitors from overseas, died 
on January 2. After qualifying from the Brighton 
Technical College and taking the then higher diploma 
of Pharmaceutical Chemists, Mr. Plowright joined the 
Society's staff in 1928. In his early days at 
Square he was concerned with the preliminary wor 
consequent upon the Pharmacy and Poisons Act 1933, 
and later engaged on the educational and examination 
sides of the Society’s activities. In 1948 he became 
Assistant Secretary. Among the number of apprecia- 
tions which appeared in the “Pharmaceutical Journal,” 
the President, Sir Hugh Linstead, and Mr. F. W. Adams 
write on the invaluable assistance he has given. 


Mr. F. W. Adams has returned from his visit to Ni- 
geria, where he represented the Society at the opening 
of the Pharmacy Department of the Nigerian College of 
Arts, Science and Technology. This department is under 
the charge of Dr. J. M. Rowson, who was formerly the 
Society’s curator. 


N.H.S. Remuneration 


At a Regional Meeting of the National Pharmaceutical 
Union branches, the Secretary, Mr. H. Noble, quoted 
various statistics which illustrated the financial position 
of pharmacists under the N.H.S. In the first year of the 
N.H.S. dispensing had increased from 70 million pre- 
scriptions a year to 140 million; in 1958 this figure had 
reached 200 million. In 1949 the average overall cost 
per prescription was 36d., and the pharmacists’ gross 
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profit per prescription 17.48d. The corresponding figures 
for 1958 were 77.8d. and 26.87d., but in terms of 1949 
money value the 1958 figure (26.87d.) had shrunk to 18d. 
Reviewing the methods for fixing N.H.S. remuneration, 
Mr. Noble recalled that the first agreement with the 
Minis had been based on the report on the cost of 
N.H.L. dispensing, but after 1952 inquiries into remunera- 
tion were conducted jointly 4 e Ministry and the 
contractors’ representatives. or the questionnaires 

in these inquiries, samples of pharmacies were 
selected by statistical methods. In 1954 only 38 per cent. 
of private contractors had provided the information 
required. In the current inquiry a larger sample— 
1920, compared with 1096—was under survey, and only 
35 per cent. of private pharmacists had supplied useable 
returns. It had not ty been decided whether that 35 
per cent. return could provide an adequate basis for 
negotiation. Contractors’ representatives were ham- 
pered by the fact that there was no machinery for 
settling disputes between the Ministry and contractors. 
As a possible aid to negotiation he suggested that phar- 
macy might form a standing committee or department 
with the continuous task of collecting up-to-date infor- 
mation on which claims could be based. Such a scheme, 
however, would be at a disadvantage because the 
Ministry, the Treasury and the Board of Trade were 
reluctant to accept any evidence which they had not 
helped to collect. 


Prescription Charges and Limitation of Drugs 


The Minister of Health has told the House of Com- 
mons that he hopes to start a two-year trial period of 
voluntary limitation of the quantity of drugs prescribed 
on N.HLS. forms as recommend by the Hinchcliffe 
Committee. He also said that at the beginning of this 
two-year trial the question of prescription charges would 
be re-examined. being taxed with stone-walling 
on the question of free drugs for private patients, Mr. 
D. Walker-Smith said that it was not a fact that ex- 
cuses were being found. Discussions on administrative 
procedures were made without commitfhent on the 
question of principle. On that principle, the position 
of the Government was that people had the right to 
resort to private practice if they wished, and therefore 
preservation of private practice was of concern to the 
Government. If the present position were to endanger 
the existence of private practice or prevented any sub- 
stantial number of people availing themselves of it who 
would otherwise do so, the question of the supply of 
drugs would be reconsidered, but at present there was 
no evidence of that. 


Comprehensive Legislation on Drugs 


Professor W. L. M. Perry, University of Edinburgh, 
advocated at an evening ere & the Society that 
comprehensive legislation should introduced on drug 
control and unification of the British Pharmacopoeia, 
British Pharmaceutical Codex and British National 
Formulary. He also urged that there should be control 
of all new drugs before they were offered for sale and 
that this control should embody as a minimum the 
provision of standards and the imposition of restrictions 
on manufacture, sale or advertisement.

classification. On the question of co-ordinating official 
books, the speaker said that the problem could only 
be solved by radical revision of the Medical Acts and 
by the creation of an organisation made responsible for 
the entire task. 


It would be fundamental, he said, that the individual 
physician and pharmacist should maintain some 
responsibility in the matter; adequate representation of 
the professions on the new organisation was therefore 
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essential. The financial interest of the General Medical 
Council and of the Pharmaceutical Society and the Bri- 
tish Medical Association in the existing books must be 
looked after. With a single organisation made respon- 
sible, the separation of material at present in the books 
to more rational divisions could begin at once. The 
single authority would be responsible for collecting all 
standards into a single publication of one or more 
volumes. There was really no point in differentiating 
between the standards of the British Pharmacopoeia and 
the British Pharmaceutical Codex. The formulary sec- 
tion of all three books would be collected into a single 
publication, though there might be some point in the 
publication of the Formulary in two editions, namely 
with and without the standards. The actions and uses 
sections of the British Pharmaceutical Codex and the 
B.N.F. could be collected: into a single publication. 


Price Maintenance and N.H.S. 


A leading article published recently in the “Times” 
seemed to hold the implication that the Government 
were considering the existing right of individual manu- 
facturers to fix and enforce their prices. Such a step 
would greatly affect the economics of retail pharmacy, 
and Mr. H. Noble, Secretary of the N.P.U., sent a letter 
to the “Times” on this subject. He pointed out that the 
pharmacist had two functions: first, in his professional 
capacity he was an authorised seller of poisons and the 
dispenser of physicians’ prescriptions both for private 
and National Health Service patients. Dispensing of 
prescriptions, the sale and supply of poisons, and the 
carrying on of his other professional activities Bag 
sented the smallest section of his turnover. If he had 
to rely for his livelihood on the remuneration he re- 
ceived for his professional services, that remuneration 
would have to be higher than it was today—and the 
public would have to provide the additional finance. 
But the chemist was also a retailer of many kinds of 
goods, the largest proportion being*proprietary articles, 
most of which were pfice-maintained by their respective 
manufacturers. 


The assurance that on this retail-sales side of his 
business the individual chemist was protected from 
price-cutting competition enabled him to carry on his 
dispensing and professional activities in an atmosphere 
free from financial anxiety. Chemists’ overhead ex- 
penses were high and any reduction caused by competi- 
tive price-cutting of the existing modest but assured 
margin on price-maintained goods which constituted 
the bulk of the chemists’ retail sales would have disas- 
trous effects. The disappearance of the present safe- 
guard on the sale of price-maintained goods would have 
profound economic effects on the National Health Ser- 
vice contract. 


Shortage of Hospital Pharmacists 


The shortage of hospital pharmacists has again made 
headline news in the national press. Salaries are the 
root of the trouble, although a new offer is still under 
discussion. In April, the Minister was questioned on 
the subject, and Dr. B. Stross said that the great London 
teaching hospital, the Middlesex, had to use prescription 
forms which could be dispensed at any pharmacy. This 
would involve an extra charge of about £13,000 a year. 
He said the hospital service could not easily compete 
with payments made outside, but the real thing to do 
was to see that the hospitals got the best possible staff 
because this was the most economical way of giving 
service to the public. 


In the course of his reply, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith 
said that 41 hospitals and two clinics in the London 
area were currently authorised to use prescription forms 
for dispensing at outside pharmacies. There had been 
a slow but gradual improvement in the number of 
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pharmacists employed, and there had been a substantial 
increase in the number of assistants. There were many 
demands for skilled manpower, and the Ministry did 
its best within the context of material available towards 
responsibility for public money, to ensure that the 
Service was staffed as it should be. This latter state- 
ment was made after pressure by Dr. Edith Summerskiil, 
who had commented also on the shortage of radiologists 
and midwives, as well as of pharmacists. 


Professions Supplementary to Medicine 


A Bill for registering members of professions supple- 
mentary to medicine has received its second reading in 
the House of Commons. The professions included are: 
chiropodists, dieticians, medical laboratory technicians, 
occupational therapists, physiotherapists, radiographers, 
remedial gymnasts and speech therapists. In welcom- 
ing the Bill, Sir Hugh Linstead, a secretary of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, commented on the view of the 
British Medical Association that doctors should pre- 
dominate on the council and boards proposed under the 
Bill. He suggested that the Bill would work if it was to 
work at all, not on the numerical basis, but on the basis 
that doctors wanted to help the professions, which in 
turn recognised only too well their position in relation 
to the medical profession. The object was to set these 
professions on their feet, and to give them an opportunity 
to develop their own future. By and large this could be 
done only if they felt that they were mistress in their 
own house, under the guidance of doctors, but not under 
their direct control. 


Dr. Edith Summerskill, an Opposition Member, who 
had spoken often against the cost of drugs, said: “I 
only wish that we could somehow control drugs or 
those who prescribe them, by means of a Bill like this. 
It is very necessary to protect the public. Medicine is 
progressing. New drugs, new methods of diagnosis and 
new approaches to therapeutics are almost daily being 
discovered. It is more than necessary to protect the 
public who have no means of evaluating the training 
or the skill of any individual.” 


Unappreciated Publicity 


The medical profession is becoming more perturbed 
at the publicity given in the press to new drugs, and 
also on the British Broadcasting Corporation’s network. 
One group of hospital practitioners has suggested that 
the matter should be brought to the attention of the 
Press Council and the Broadcasting Corporation. These 
two bodies should be requested “to ensure that favour- 
able publicity is not given to any form of medical 
treatment until inquiries from an authoritative source 
have established that the claims made for it are justi- 
fied.” This letter, published in the “British Medical 
Journal,” resulted from the reports of a new treatment 
for chronic bronchitis which was announced at a press 
conference to which both professional and lay journalists 
were invited. Consequently many physicians have been 
asked to prescribe the new treatment. 


The medical correspondent of the “Observer,” one of 
the two serious Sunday newspapers published in Bri- 
tain, writes that traditionally advertising and publicity 


are directed only towards the doctor, but there has 
been a tendency in recent years to go over his head 
direct to the public, which is a symptom of the intense 
competition in the industry. Press conferences to 


which the lay side is invited are considered legitimate 
business practice, but the “Observer” says it highlights 


the fundamental clash between the commercial ethics 
of the pharmaceutical industry and the humanist ethics 
of the medical profession. The industry sells drugs: the 
doctor prescribes them, and he resents what he believes 


is interference in his relationship with the patient. Most 
doctors, out of compassion, do not refuse a treatment 
which the patient believes offers him new hope.

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Procaine in Geriatrics 


In last month’s Newsletter reference was made to the 
visit of Professor Aslan from Rumania, and the effects 
of procaine on ——e life. According to a report 
in the “British Medical Journal” it appears that - 
fessor Aslan has largely repeated information published 
earlier by the Rumanian Chamber of Commerce in its 
Information Bulletin. This article said that experiments 
had shown that a procaine solution with an acid pH 
was by far the most active, stability being greatest 
around pH 3.5 to 4 in a 2 per cent. solution. Toxicity 
of such a solution was practically nil, and intolerance 
phenomena had been observed in 0.03 per cent. of the 
cases only, throughout the duration of the experiments. 
This contrasted with the fact that the maximum anaes- 
thetic activity was shown by a procaine solution with a 
pH of 8. Professor Aslan’s experiments had shown that 
maximum efficacy was obtained only with a 2 per cent. 
procaine pH 3.5 solution: Gerovital H3. The technique 
in its use includes a tolerance test made by injecting 
1 mil. of the 2 per cent. solution subcutaneously. Next 
day 2 mils. are administered subcutaneously. If no 
tolerance phenomena are observed the treatment may 
begin. This generally involved intramuscular injec- 
tions in series of 12 ampoules of 5 mils. 2 per cent. 
solution, administered three times a week, with a ten- 
day interval between each series—altogether eight to 
nine series a year. In cases of ulcerous disease or bron- 
chial asthma, intravenous injections are to be preferred; 
in arteritis and articular diseases intra-arterial injections 
are recommended. Gerovital H3 is produced by the 
Fiola-Bucharest drug factory.

The Journal also curtly comments that many of the 
claims might also be made for procaine alone as a 
rejuvenating drug. It continues, “There is no real 
evidence that it is any good at all and the extensive 
publicity given to it in the press will have the unfor- 
tunate effect of raising the hopes of mer that at long 
last the elixir of life has been discovered. The search 
for this, for the philosopher’s stone, for the panacea, 
makes a fascinating chapter in the history of healing, 
and has always turned out to be the dream-child of the 
alchemist.” 


Identification of Tablets 


A suggested scheme for the ready identification of 
tablets has been published by Dr. J. D. W. Whitney in 
the British Medical Journal. 


The Science Committee of the British Medical As- 
sociation has accepted Dr. Whitney’s report unani- 
mously on behalf of the council of the B.M.A. It has 
aiso been approved by the Metropolitan Counties Branch 
Council, the General Medical Services Committee and 
the Representative Body. The report rejects identi- 
fication by colour and argues that to be infallible, means 
of identification must be based on die stamping. Each 
product would be identified by a die-stamped number 
and the firm’s trade mark or initials. If the tablet was 
small the initials of the firm (up to three letters) would 
be placed on one side and the number (up to three 
digits) on the other side. Capsules could be identified 
with a system of different coloured bands or alterna- 
tively it might be possible to print code letters and 
number on the same lines as with tablets. The British 
Pharmacopoeia, British Pharmaceutical Codex and 
British National Formulary tablets would be included 
in the scheme, but in view of the number of these in- 
volved it would probably be necessary to run several 
parallel series such as: B.P.A. 1-999, B.P.B. 1-999, B.P.D. 
1-999, and so on up to B.P.Z. There could be incor- 
porated in the B.P. series a special B.P.C. series to cover 
the Codex tablets or alternatively the Codex tablets 
could be included in the overall B.P. series. 
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An alternative scheme for B.P. tablets would be to 
allocate code initials to all manufacturers of B.P. tablets 
and these could be stamped on the tablets followed by 
that firm’s number for the tablet in each case. A third 
suggestion is that simple numbers should be allocated 
for all B.P., B.P.C. and B.N.F. tablets and that this num- 
ber would be stamped on one side of the tablet and the 
manufacturer’s initials on the other. 


It is pointed out that because of the frequent changes 
in the British National Formulary it would not be prac- 
ticable, though ideal, for there to be a B.N.F. series. 
“As the contents of the B.P. change more slowly and 
as most of the B.N.F. tablets are in the B.P. or B.P.C., 
it would seem that these products could be included 
under the latter heading.” It is envisaged that the doc- 
tor would have a tablet reference book or card index. 
In the opinion of Dr. Whitney this would be distributed 
to chemists by the Pharmaceutical Society (in conjunc- 
tion with the British Pharmacopoeia Commission) and 
to doctors by the General Medical Council. In this in- 
dex, all tablets manufactured would be illustrated if 
they were coloured or described in detail if they were 
white, including the markings. Addenda or new cards 
would be issued from time to time. Alternatively firms 
could be responsible for the cards of their own products. 
The B.P. Commission and the Pharmaceutical Society 
would, the author suggests, be made responsible for the 
identification of B.P. and B.P.C. tablets. It is also sug- 
gested that if the code numbers and letters could be 
agreed for such a scheme, these letters could be written 
on the tablet packets by the retail chemist to assist in 
identification. That would be a temporary measure only. 
The author concludes with a plea that the medical 
em in association with the industry and the 
Pharmaceutical Society, should consider “this pressing 


matter.” 


ACCIDENTS WITH EXPLOSIVES 


Of accidents involving explosives but not connected 
with their manufacture notified to H.M. Inspectors of 
Explosives during 1958 the largest number again oc- 
curred with boys “experimenting” with chemicals and 
making their own fireworks, but the figures show an 
improvement upon last year’s, and the Inspectors hope 
that this will be maintained. This information is given 
in the report of the Inspectors of Explosives for 1958, 
recently published. Eighteen accidents were reported 
during the year, 17 of which involved boys under the 
age of 18 who were “experimenting” with chemicals, 
mostly in an endeavour to make fireworks or other ex- 
plosives. While no ceaths resulted, 19 persons were 
injured, some of them very severely. It can be seen, 
therefore, that this hazard is very serious for the sae f 
In May, the Ethical Committee considered correspond- 
ence arising from the report of an inquest on a 12-year- 
old boy who died after an explosion caused by an 
explosive made with potassium chlorate supplied by 
a pharmacist. The boy had stated that he wanted to 
make oxygen. In consequence of this case the Com- 
mittee recommended that the Council’s statement on the 
sale of explosives should be repeated in “The Pharma- 
ceutical Journal.” At this season of the year, when the 
hazard is probably most acute, the statement is there- 
fore published. It is as follows: The following sub- 
stances should not be sold to children between the ages 
of 16 and 18 unless reasonable steps are taken to ensure 
that they will not be used by the purchaser for making 
fireworks or handed to younger children for that pur- 
pose: Chlorates, nitrates, magnesium, potassium per- 
manganate, sulphur, powdered aluminium, phosphorus.

THERAPEUTIC SUBSTANCES BILL 


A Bill to amend the Therapeutic Substances Act was 
introduced by Senator Henty in the Senate on No- 
vember 13, 1959, and passed through all stages. 


In introducing the Bill the Senator stated that it was 
prepared to make the machinery amendment to the 
Therapeutic Substances Act consequential to a similar 
amendment included in the National Health Bill which 
had just been introduced. 


The existing legislation provided that amendments to 
the British Pharmacopoeia, which is the generally 
accepted official publication of drugs and medicines, 
came into operation in Australia on the same date as 
they came into operation in England. As every amend- 
ment to the British Pharmacopoeia affects the list af 
pharmaceutical benefits, each change involves consider- 
able administrative and printing work which takes some 
time to complete. To facilitate these arrangements, it 
is proposed that ir. future amendments to the British 
Pharmacopoeia will come into operation on a date to 
be fixed by notice published in the Gazette. This 
arrangement will apply to amendments both for the 
purposes of the pharmaceutical benefits provisions of 
the National Health Act and the standards of purity 
provisions of the Therapeutic Substances Act. 


The Bill provides for the necessary amendment in 
relation to the Therapeutic Substances Act. The amend- 
ment will apply to the British Pharmaceutical Codex 
as well as the British Pharmacopoeia. 


QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT 


The following questions and answers in the Senate

National Health 


Senator Buttfield asked the Minister representing the 
Minister for Health upon notice if the Minister would 
institute an inquiry to ascertain the amount spent in 
Australia on research into human health and that spent 
through the Commonwealth Scientific and Industrial 
Research Organisation on animal health; and, in view 
of an article published in an Adelaide periodical review 
by Dr. Ross Adey, a former Reader in Anatomy at the 
Adelaide University, and now Professor of Anatomy in 
California, in which he stated that the United States 
spends 17/- per head of population on medical research, 
compared with 5d. per head in Australia, would the 
Minister give consideration to recommending extension 
of medical research in Australian universities. 
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Senator Henty, Minister for Health, furnished the 
following reply:— 


“I do not know the source of the figures quoted, but 
much more than 5d. per head of population is spent 
on medical reseach in Australia. The Australian 
National University alone spends more than that each 
year. In addition to considerable State university and 
private medical research, the Commonwealth makes 
£210,000 a year available to the National Health and 
Medical Research Council for research. It is, therefore, 
apparent that the honorable senator’s request for an 
inquiry is based on erroneous figures.” 


Drugs 


Senator Wardlaw asked the Minister representing the 
Minister for Health, upon notice: 


1. If it was a fact, as recently reported in the press, 
that, due to the price-cutting methods of a young Paris 
financier named Jimmy Goldsmith, the cost of expensive 
drugs in Britain had fallen rapidly, that of cortisone 
and similar hormone tablets, for instance, falling from 
about £60 to £9 per 1000 since his entry into the market? 


2. Was it also a fact that, although established firms 
and opposition interests, deeply resentful of the price 
cutting, have cast serious doubts on the quality of the 
products offered by Mr. Goldsmith, rigorous analysis 
has established that their criticism is unfounded, and 
Mr. Goldsmith has been successful in obtaining im- 
portant contracts from the British Ministry of Health? 


3. If these reports were correct, would the Minister 
have inquiries made as to whether Australia is bene- 
fiting or could benefit from the lower prices offered? 


4. Would it be possible or advisable for the Common- 
wealth to manufacture these drugs under licence or 
under C.S.1.R.O. supervision and control? 


Senator Henty, Minister for Health, furnished the 
following reply:— 

“1. The cost of cortisone and similar hormone tablets 
has recently fallen in Britain. 

2. Mr. Goldsmith obtained hospital contracts from the 


British Ministry of Health However, subsequently, 
complaints were received that Continental cortisone and 


similar hormones had produced side effects. 


3. Prices payable by the Commonwealth have fallen 
20-30 per cent. during the past 12 months. 
4. The manufacture of these items is already being 


undertaken im Australia. It is not proposed that the 
Commonwealth Government itself engage in such manu- 


facture.”

PILLS CAUSED DEATH 


A hospital matron who was highly skilled in the 
administration of drugs died from an overdose of sleep- 
ing tablets, the Coroner’s Court was told on December 16. 

The City Coroner, Mr. C. S. Rodgers, found the matron, 
Adela Jean Banks, 44, died on October 3 from the effects 
poisoning accidentally administered by 

erself. 

Dr. Alfred Austin Conlon, director of Allanbrook 
Private Hospital, said Miss Banks had been matron for 
two years at the hospital. He said she was held in 
extremely high regard by the hospital staff. She was 
greatly skilled and very meticulous in administering 
drugs. Matron Banks had told him she suffered from 
hypertension and took pentobarbitone tablets to sleep, 
Dr. Conlon said. 


DR. WRIGHT APPOINTED TO CHAIR 


The Lem yn 4 of Sydney Senate has ap inted Dr. 
S. E. Wright to the newly-created Chair of Pharmaceuti- 
cal Chemistry. 

The Vice-Chancellor, Professor S. H. Roberts, an- 
nounced the appointment recently. 

Professor Wright graduated Bachelor of Science with 
first-class honours in Chemistry from the University of 
Queensland in 1942, and Master of Science in 1944. 

In 1956 he was awarded the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy in the University of Sydney. 

Professor Wright, an Associate of the Royal Institute 
of Chemistry, was a lecturer in Chemistry in the Univer- 
sity of Queensland from 1944 to 1946, Principal of the 
College of the Pharmaceutical Society of New Zealand 
from 1946 to 1950, and Senior Lecturer in Pharmacy of 
the University of Sydney from 1951 to 1956, when he 
was appointed Associate Professor of Chemistry. 

He has been a Research Fellow of the Organic 
Chemistry Institute of Basle and an Honorary Fellow 
of the Pharmacy School in the University of Minnesota, 
and the Department of Pharmacology in the University 


of Chicago. 


MEDICAL BENEFITS RATES INCREASED 


The Medical Benefit Fund’s top weekly contribution 
rate from January 1 will be 4/- for families and 2/- 
for unmarried people, it was announced last month. 

The new rate will coincide with higher combined 
benefits from the Fund and Commonwealth Government. 

Fund officials will close existing rate tables to new 
members from January 1. These are Table C rates of 
3/- for families and 1/- for unmarried people, and Table 
D rates of 1/6 for families and 9d. for unmarried people. 

The secretary of the Fund (Mr. D. D. Maclarn) said 
present members qualified to benefit under Tables C or D 
could transfer to the new top rates without waiting for a 
qualifying period to become eligible for higher benefits. 

If they remained Table C or D members they would 
receive only the Commonwealth Government benefits 
increase. 

The Fund had decided to match the higher Govern- 
ment benefits by giving contributors £5 for every £3

ADDICTION TO DRUG ADMITTED 


Dr. John Alfred Porter, of Military Road, Mosman, 

eaded guilty in Central Court, Sydney, qecently to 
fon administered to himself a drug for the purpose 
of addiction. 

Detective-Sergeant K. Astill, of the C.LB., 
told the court the circumstances were “pitiful and tragic.” 

Mr. A. E. Hodgson, S.M., imposed a three months’ sen- 
tence on Porter, but suspended it on his. entering a £100 
bond to be of good behaviour for two years and on con- 
dition that he received further psychiatric treatment. 
He said Porter appeared very willing to help hi 
had demonstrated this. 

Porter, 29, a registered medical practitioner, 
pleaded uilty to knowingly administering to himself the 
drug pethidine at Sydney on May 30 and November 12 
for the purpose of addiction. He also pleaded guilty to 
three charges of obtaining the drug on false representa- 
tion to pharmacists and to a charge of not keeping a 
drug register. 

Detective Astill said Porter was married, with two 
children. “But for his addiction, I understand he is a 

very good medico, a devoted son to his parents and a 
dutiful husband to his wife and family,” he said. 

Detective Astill said he interviewed Porter on Novem- 
ber 17, and he “never scrupled” to tell about his addic- 
tion. “In fact, he was embarrassingly frank,” Detective 
Astill said. Porter, he said; had admitted that he had 
been addicted to pethidine since November, 1957. Porter 
was shown 26 dangerous drug prescriptions written under 
the free medicine scheme, and he admitted that-he had 
converted the drugs to his own use. 

Detective Astill agreed with Mr. T. E. F. Hughes (for 
Porter) that Porter had submitted voluntarily for treat- 
ment. “He is trying to *Demaies himself and his 
family is standing by him,” Detective Astill said.

AMENDMENT OF POISONS SCHEDULES 


By proclamation published in the Government Gazette 
on December 23, Phosphides which liberate phosphine on 
exposure to moist air and which are used as fumigants 
for grain or for the destruction of vermin were added 
to Part I of the Second Schedule to the Poisons Act 1958.

OBITUARY 
David Alexander Fernie Cossar 


It is with extreme my that we report the death 
of Mr. David Alexander Fernie Cossar, which occurred 
on January 25. 

Mr. Cossar throughout the whole of his professional 
life was keenly interested in the advancement of Phar- 
macy. He filled the important office of Member of the 
Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria for 
36 years, being elected in 1909 and serving continuously 
until 1945. 

He was President of the Society through the difficult 
period of the 1914-1918 war. 

At all times he served the Society and his profession 
with dignity and grace. He was a man of charming 
personality and those around him derived much pleasure 
for the association. 

In February, 1916, Mr. Cossar was appointed Phar- 
maceutical Staff Officer to the Director-General of Medi- 
cal Services of the Army, and rendered distinguished 
service to the nation in that capacity, and later as 
A.D.G.M.S. Pharmaceutical. He carried the rank of 
major. 

When Mr. Cossar returned in 1918 the Assistant Minis- 
ter for Defence (Mr. Wise) said that during his visit 
overseas his services had been utilised by A.I.F. authori- 
ties, and, in consequence, important improvements had 
been effected in regard to the Pharmaceutical Services 
in the direction of introducing economical methods of 
transporting supplies in bulk and in the manufacture in 
depots of all civil preparations. 

n his efforts to obtain proper recognition for Austra- 
lian pharmacists serving in the Army, Major Cossar 
made a splendid contribution of service to the profes- 
sion and the foundation laid by him was undoubtedly a 
factor leading to the eventual granting of commissions 
for all qualified pharmacists serving in the forces. 

After relin ae the position of Senior Phar- 
maceutical Officer in the Australian Army, Mr. Cossar 
maintained a Wey nnn interest in the repatriation of 
servicemen. r. Cossar was born in Charlton, Victoria. 
He qualified as a pharmaceutical chemist in 1903 and 
jeined the Council in 1909. He was for some years in 
business at Hawthorn and later joined the firm of Henry 
Francis & Co., which, under his direction, made remark- 
able progress. In this capacity his son, Norman Cyril 
Cossar, is carrying on the family tradition. A grandson, 
Brian, son of Mr. Norman Cossar, is associated with 
his father in the Henry Francis Pharmacy in the Myer 
Emporium. 

Mr. Cossar’s wife predeceased him, and he is survived 
by his sons Norman and David, to whom we extend 


sincere sympathy.

Trade and Commerce.—Mr. Delahunty reported that

cussions with the Principals of George Patterson-Noble 
Bartlett. On January 12, Mr. Pinerau, of the N.S.W. 
Branch, would be coming to Brisbane with a principal 
of George Patterson, Sydney, to join in the discussions 
with George Patterson-Noble Bartlett. 

Pharmacy Board.—Mr. Nichol reported there had been 
a meeting of Board examiners on January 5, and the 
final results had appeared in the “Courier-Mail” on the 
7th. Fifty-two had passed, there were eleven posts and 
thirty-two had failed. 

Federal Delegate’s Report.—Mr. Martin reported that 
Mr. Nichol and he had represented Queensland at a 
special Federal Council meeting in Sydney on December 
13, when the main discussion concerned terms and con- 
ditions of payment for dispensing in accordance with the 
National Health Act. Following that meeting, the Guild 
Federal President wrote to the Minister for Health, Dr. 
Cameron, setting out terms for consideration. The 
Federal President advised the Minister that the Guild 
was prepared to recommend to its members their accept- 
ance of these terms for payment of prescriptions dis- 
pensed under the National Health Act. For the informa- 
tion of the meeting, Mr. Martin read the Federal Presi- 
dent’s letter to the Federal Health Minister, and the 
Minister’s reply thereto. 

Mr. Nichol said the Guild would keep a careful eye 
on things for the first six months of operation of the 
new proposals. The Minister has promised to review 
the position after six months. 

Mr. Nichol reported that the Federal Council had 
decided to appoint a public relations consultant at Can- 
berra. It was felt advisable to have a person permanently 
at Canberra and available whenever 

Mr. Nichol mentioned that Mr. Attiwill had resigned 
from the position of Federal Director of Pharmaceutical 
Public Relations Secretariat. He would be retiring from 
the position in February. Mr. Attiwill had done a good 
job for Pharmacy and he thought it would be very fit- 
ting if a letter of appreciation was sent to Mr. Attiwill, 
at the same time conveying to him the Committee’s 
good wishes for the future. 

Other members of the Committee endorsed Mr. 
Nichol’s suggestion, and on the motion of Mr. Martin, 
seconded by Mr. Eberhardt, it was resolved that a letter 
conveying the good wishes of the State Branch Com- 
mittee be sent to Mr. Attiwill. Carried.

TRIENNIAL REPORT OF THE PHARMACY BOARD 


The Triennial Report of the Pharmacy Board of South 
Australia, recently issued, summarises the activities of 
the Board for the past three years. During the period 
there were two amendments to the Pharmacy 
Regulations. 

One of these refers to the labelling of containers on 
dispensed medicines and requires directions for use in 
the English language to be stated on the label. Direc- 
tions in a foreign language, if used, must be on a separate 
label and less prominent than the main label. The 
second amendment provides that entrants for the phar- 
macy course can be required to have obtained matricula- 
tion standard. 

Students in training number:— 

1957 
1958 172 
1959 184 

Only one New Australien with overseas qualifications 
entered the course during the period. 

Two prosecutions under the Pharmacy Act are 
recorded. One was for an offence under Section 30, 
which provides that no person shall manage a shop or 
business or branch of a pharmaceutical or dispensing 
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chemist’s business unless he holds a current certificate 
under Section 21. 


The second prosecution was for illegal use in the 
metropolitan area of a depot for the delivery of di dispensed 
medicines. 

Two inquiries were held. One followed a prosecution 
by the Commonwealth Department of Health and the 
other a reprimand of a chemist by the Commonwealth 
Minister of Health, following investigation by the South 
Australian Pharmaceutical Services Committee of In- 
quiry. In each case the Board found that the chemist 
concerned was guilty of unprofessional conduct. Both 
were censured and ordered to pay costs. One was also 
directed to give an undertaking to refrain in future 
from similar conduct. 

An application for annulment of a long-standing can- 
cellation of registration was considered and refiised.

IN MEMORIAM OF LINDLEY W. PALFREYMAN,. 
PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMIST 


Sorrow was felt by many citizens of Hobart, and, in 
fact, all over Tasmania, when the news came that Lin. 
Palfreyman had passed away in hospital as the result of 
a coronary occlusion. 

More particularly was that sorrow felt in the ranks 
of Pharmacy—the chosen profession in which he had 
spent so much of his time and given so unsparingly of 
his talents.

To give some idea of Lin’s. contribution to official 
Pharmacy, he became Secretary of the State Branch 
of the Guild in 1934 and held that office until 1954. 


He became State President in 1953 and was Federal 
Delegate from 1945 to 1954. 


He was a member of the Pharmaceutical Advisory 
Committee and Guild Representative on the Phar- 
maceutical Liaison Committee, and when he showed 
signs vf breakdown and had to relinquish some of his 
activities, he was awarded the much-esteemed honour 
of Life Membership of the Guild, an honour which he 
richly deserved. Lin. was a member of Rotary at the 
time of his death, with the classification of Retail Phar- 
macy, and during his 7-8 years of membership he took 
. f orga in the Hobart club’s activities and made many 
rienas. 

He was Honorary Auditor of the Pharmaceutical 
Society for many years. 


To revert to his work for Pharmacy, Lin. was a mem- 
ber of the Pharmacy Board of Tasmania for many years 
and one of the Board’s examiners on many occasions. 


Speaking of him now as one who worked with him 
in arduous jobs for years, I can only say that I found 
him a loyal friend, whose word was his bond—a man 
who never spared himself if the work was for the good 
of Pharmacy and the betterment of the conditions of 
Pharmacy in the community of the city or State or 
Commonwealth. 

One could go on enumerating the things that this 
quietly spoken and unassuming fellow-worker of ours 
had done in a lifetime, which seems to us so tragically 
cut short. But perhaps he would be best pleased if he 
eculd hear the comment of a working man who knew 
him well in North Hobart: “He was a damn good bloke.” 

That is true—it is sincere and it is typically Australian 
and comes from the heart. 

Well, Lin., we who knew you well will miss you from 
the ranks of Pharmacy—from our homes—but never from 
our hearts and our memories.—J.H.G. 


AMENDING PHARMACY ACT PASSED 


An Act to amend the Pharmacy Act of Tasmania was 
passed during the month. 

Main sections of the Bill relate to the qualifications 
of pharmaceutical chemists, control of examinations by 
the Pharmacy Board, and exemption for sale of certain 
medicines and drugs. 

We reported recently that apprenticeship as a require- 
ment for registration would be abandoned as from the 
end of 1959 in Tasmania, and a course of continuous 
academic training, followed by a period of practical 
training, would be substituted. 

Authority for this is set out in the Bill which has been 
passed. 

The basic requirement for qualification new is that a 
person: “holds an approved qualification and has com- 
pleted such period of prescribed service as the Board 
may require.” A person will be deemed to hold an 
approved qualification if:— 

(1) He has pursued a course of study approved by 

the Board; and 

(2) Has passed such examinations as may be 

prescribed. 

Alternatively, he shall hold a degree or diploma in 
Pharmacy approved by the Board, and shall pass such 
other examination as the Board may require in respect 
of persons holding that degree or diploma. 

The prescribed service must be carried out in a retail 
pharmacy or in a friendly society’s dispensary in charge 
of a registered pharmaceutical chemist; or in a public 
hospital as assistant to a registered pharmaceutical 
chemist; or under the supervision of a pharmaceutical 
chemist registered in a State or country in which recip- 
rocal provision is made in that regard. 

There is a provision that the Board shall not issue a 


certificate to any person that he is qualified for registra- 


tion, unless such person furnishes a declaration and such 
evidence as the Board requires by way of suck a declara- 
tion that he has completed the requirements laid down. 

The Board is authorised by the Act to fix, with the 
approval of the Governor, fees to be paid by persons 
taking examinations. 

The Sale of Proprietary Medicines.—Section 39 of the 
principal Act has been repealed, and the following new 
provisions take its place:— 

I. By any person at a place more than two miles
